WHEREAS,  In  1993,  AB  675  clarified  that  "harassment  because  of  sex"  under  the  Fair 
Employment  and  Housing  Act  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  sexual  harassment,  gender 
harassment,  and  harassment  on  the  basis  of  pregnancy,  however,  until  the  last  legislative 
session,  there  was  no  definition  contained  in  the  codes  for  "gender";  and, 

WHEREAS,  With  passage  of  AB  1999  (Kuehl),  Ch.  933,  Statutes  of  1999,  a  definition 
of  gender  now  exists  in  the  Penal  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  California  State  Legislature  is  currently  considering  Assembly  Bill 
2142,  the  Gender  Nondiscrimination  Bill;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Gender  Nondiscrimination  Bill  would  clarify  that  for  purposes  of  the 
Fair  Employment  and  Housing  Act  discrimination  on  the  basis  of  "sex"  includes  gender 
discrimination;  and, 

WHEREAS,  AB2142  would  reference  the  existing  Penal  Code  def  nition  for  purposes 
of  clarifying  the  entire  Fair  Employment  and  Housing  Act;  and, 

WHEREAS,  AB  2142  would  help  to  ensure  equal  opportunities  for  all  Californians  by 
protecting  against  discrimination  based  on  gender  stereotyping;  and,

LEAVE  PROSTITUTION  AND  BECOME  INDEPENDENT,  AS  WELL  AS  TO  CONSIDER 
THE  ADOPTION  AND  IMPLEMENTATION  OF  THE  RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  THE  1996 
SAN  FRANCISCO  TASK  FORCE  ON  PROSTITUTION  REPORT,  THE  1998  COMMISSION 
ON  THE  STATUS  OF  WOMEN  REPORT  ON  VIOLENCE  AGAINST  WOMEN  IN 
PROSTITUTION  IN  SAN  FRANCISCO  AS  WELL  AS  THE  HUMAN  RIGHTS  COMMISSION 
RECOMMENDATIONS  TO  ADDRESS  AND  REDUCE  INSTITUTIONAL  VIOLENCE  AND 
DISCRIMINATION  AGAINST  PROSTITUTES. 

WHEREAS,  Rejection  by  family,  poverty  and  homelessness  often  force  young  vyomen 
and  men  to  turn  to  prostitution  to  survival ;  and 

WHEREAS,  These  young  women  and  men,  who  have  limited  or  no  employment  history 
and  who  are  often  under  age,  often  temporarily  turn  to  prostitution  to  obtain  a  room  for  the 
night  or  meal  for  the  day  ;  and 

WHEREAS,  Without  families,  these  young  men  and  women  fall  prey  to  pimps  and 
become  entrapped  in  a  hellish  cycle  of  poverty,  drug  addiction,  prostitution  and  violence;  and 

WHEREAS,  Many  prostitute  women  have  children  and  must  rely  on  prostitution  to 
support  their  families;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Once  entrapped  in  a  life  of  prostitution,  prostitutes  experience  a  never 
ending  cycle  of  violence  including  coercion,  extortion,  rape,  battery,  robbery,  attempted 
homicide  perpetrated  against  them  by  pimps,  johns,  and  even  law  enforcement  officials;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  majority  of  prostitutes  do  not  report  these  illegal  and  violent  acts 
because  they  are  often  dismissed,  blamed  for  incurring  such  violence  because  of  their 
profession  or  in  some  cases,  further  abused  by  law  enforcement  authorities  knowing  that  the 
testimony  of  prostitutes  would  not  considered  credible  ;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  only  in  cases  of  extreme  violence  in  which  a  prostitute  feels  that  her 
life  is  imminent  danger  that  a  prostitute  will  risk  coming  forward  and  testifying  against  her 
perpetrator;  and 

WHEREAS,  Law  enforcement  officials  should  pursue  and  prosecute  cases  of  rape, 
battery,  assault,  extortion,  robbery  and  attempted  homicide  against  prostitutes  with  the  same 
rigor  as  any  other  citizen;  and 

WHEREAS,  Criminalization  of  prostitution  only  forces  prostitution  further  underground 
and  increases  incidents  of  violence  against  prostitutes;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Task  Force  on  Prostitution  was  created  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  1996  ;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  1996  statistics  compiled  by  the  Task  Force  on  Prostitution,  San 
Francisco  allocates  $7.6  million  annually  to  law  enforcement  officials  to  prosecute  prostitution 
related  cases;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Task  Force  on  Prostitution,  the  San  Francisco 
Commission  on  the  Status  of  Women  and  the  San  Francisco  Human  Rights  Commission 
passed  resolutions  urging  the  Board  of  Supen/isors  to  redirect  resources  dedicated  to 
prosecuting  prostitution  related  cases  to  social  service  programs  for  prostitutes  and  their 
families  ;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  aforementioned  City  agencies  also  recommended  that  law 
enforcement  agencies  rigorously  prosecute  laws  against  coercion,  extortion,  battery,  rape  and 
other  violent  crimes,  regardless  of  victim's  status  as  a  sex  worker;  now  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
hereby  urges  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department,  the  Office  of  the  District  Attorney  and 
other  associated  law  enforcement  agencies  to  rigorously  prosecute  laws  against  coercion, 
extortion,  battery,  rape  and  other  violent  crimes,  regardless  of  the  victim's  status  as  a  sex 
worker;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  San  Francisco  Police 
Department,  the  Office  of  the  District  Attorney  and  other  associated  law  enforcement  agencies 
to  reallocate  resources  for  the  investigation  and  prosecution  of  prostitutes  towards  establishing 
service  programs  to  enable  women  and  their  families  to  leave  prostitutes  and  become 
independent;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  San  Francisco  Police 
Department,  the  Office  of  the  District  Attorney,  and  associated  law  enforcement  agencies  to 
consider  adoption  and  implementation  of  the  recommendations  of  the  1996  San  Francisco 
Task  Force  On  Prostitution  Report,  the  1998  Commission  on  the  Status  of  Women  Report  on 
Violence  Against  Women  in  Prostitution  in  San  Francisco  as  well  as  the  Human  Rights 
Commission  recommendations  to  address  and  reduce  institutional  violence  and  discrimination 
against  prostitutes.

WHEREAS,  the  Justice  Department  refused  to  grant  him  bail  and  kept  him  in 
solitary  confinement,  often  shackled  at  the  waist,  during  the  entire  9  month  period;  and, 

WHEREAS,  an  agent  of  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  has  admitted  that  he 
gave  false  testimony  against  Mr.  Lee;  and, 

WHEREAS  former  counter-intelligence  personnel  have  testified  that  Mr.  Lee  was 
the  victim  of  racial  profiling  because  he  is  of  Chinese  ancestry;  and

PRESIDENT  FOX  TO  COLLABORATE  WITH  GAY,  LESBIAN,  BISEXUAL  AND 
TRANSGENDER  ORGANIZATIONS  WITHIN  MEXICO  TO  FORMULATE  POLICY  TO 
ENSURE  THE  RIGHTS  AND  DIGNITY  OF  MEXICO'S  GAY,  LESBIAN,  BISEXUAL  AND 
TRANSGENDER  ARE  PROTECTED. 

WHEREAS,  The  country  of  Mexico  has  a  large,  vibrant  population  of  gays,  lesbians, 
bisexuals  and  transgender  citizens  ;  and 

WHEREAS,  Social  progress,  education,  economic  development  and  greater  political 
awareness  in  Mexico  has  enabled  many  gay,  lesbian,  bisexual  and  transgender  individuals 
and  activists  to  openly  declare  their  sexual  orientation  without  fear  of  political  and  social 
repercussions  ;  and 

WHEREAS,  There  is  an  increasing  awareness  and  tolerance  amongst  the  people  of 
Mexico  of  the  gay,  lesbian,  bisexual  and  transgender  community  within  their  own  city,  province 
and  nation  ;  and 

WHEREAS,  Like  other  minorities  and  marginalized  groups  in  Mexico,  the  gay,  lesbian, 
bisexual  and  transgender  community  still  experiences  political  and  social  discrimination, 
physical  and  verbal  assaults  as  well  as  denial  of  basic  social  rights  afforded  to  the 
heterosexuals;  and 
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WHEREAS,  In  1994,  an  intense  campaign  of  harassment  was  launched  in  the  City  of 
Chihuahua  in  which  law  enforcement  officials  targeted  gay  men  and  transvestites  including 
verbal  harassment,  threats,  assault,  massive  police  sweeps  of  bars  and  private  homes, 
destroying  private  property,  extortion,  arbitrary  arrests,  illegal  detention,  illegal  levying  of  fines 
for  "offending  public  morality"  and  torture  while  in  custody,  and 

WHEREAS,  In  December  of  1995,  an  American  lesbian  couple,  Livit  Callentine  and 
Holly  Babe  Faust,  were  returning  to  the  U.S.  from  Guadalajara  on  Mexican  Airlines;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  American  couple  were  accused  of  "immoral  behavior"  for  holding 
hands  by  flight  captain  Arturo  Trujiilo  Vizcarra  who  proceeded  to  have  them  taken  off  the  plane 
by  six  security  guards;  and 

WHEREAS,  They  were  driven  in  a  van  for  two  hours  and  denied  overnight 
accommodations  and  were  initially  denied  the  right  to  retrieve  their  luggage;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  harassment,  kidnapping,  torture,  imprisonment  and  murder  of 
members  of  the  indigenous  communities  in  Mexico  as  well  as  human  rights  workers  in  Mexico 
continues;  and 

WHEREAS;  in  October  1997,  the  Catholic  Church  backed  organization,  Pro-VIDA 
launched  a  campaign  against  CONASIDA,  the  Mexican  government's  National  AIDS 
Prevention  and  Control  Program  ;  and 

WHEREAS;  In  addition  to  suing  CONASIDA  to  halt  the  AIDS  prevention  program,  the 
Pro-VIDA  group  with  the  backing  of  Archbishop  Monsignor  Norbeto  Rivera,  has  pressured  the 
government  to  label  condom  wrappers  with  "This  product  may  be  hazardous  to  your  health", 
thus  contributing  to  the  spread  of  misinformation  of  condom  use  and  the  spread  of  AIDS;  and 
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WHEREAS,  These  brief  examples  are  but  indicative  of  tlie  type  of  educational  work  that  ( 
needs  to  be  done  to  ensure  that  the  members  of  the  gay,  lesbian,  bisexual  and  transgender  | 
are  treated  with  the  same  respect  and  dignity  and  are  allowed  the  same  political  rights  as  any 
other  citizen;  and  i 

WHEREAS;  San  Francisco  residents  of  Mexican  descent  number  over  68,000  in  the  ' 
City  of  San  Francisco  and  the  gay,  lesbian,  bisexual  and  transgender  community  number  over 
70,000;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Mexican-American  community  and  the  gay,  lesbian,  bisexual  and 
transgender  in  San  Francisco  are  directly  impacted  by  the  human  rights  violation  as  well  as 
the  political  and  economic  instabilities  in  Mexico;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  citizens  of  San  Francisco  desire  to  establish  the  policies  herein  for  the 
purposes  of  stimulating  public  discussion,  influencing  the  views  of  their  fellow  Americans  and 
affecting  the  formulation  and  implementation  of  the  foreign  policy  of  the  United  States 
Congress;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
urges  president  Vicente  Fox  of  Mexico  to  consider  and  address  issues  important  to  the  gay, 
lesbian,  bisexual  and  transgender  community  in  Mexico  as  an  integral  part  of  his  national 
policy  and  further  urging  President  Fox  to  collaborate  with  gay,  lesbian,  bisexual  and 
transgender  organizations  within  Mexico  to  formulate  policy  to  ensure  the  rights  and  dignity  of 
Mexico's  gay,  lesbian,  bisexual  and  transgender  are  protected;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  request  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 

send  a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  President  Vicente  Fox  of  Mexico  as  well  as  the  Mexican  I

WHEREAS,   The  Justice  Department,    Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation 
and  Energy  Department  justified  the  due  process  and  other  civil 
rights  violations  alleging  that  Wen  Ho  Lee  held  the  ^'crown  jewels"  of 
U.S.   nuclear  secrets,   characterizing  Dr.   Lee  as  a  spy  and  national

HONORING  THE  MEMORY  OF  MAYOR  GEORGE  CHRISTOPHER 

WHEREAS,  on  Thursday,  September  14,  2000,  San  Francisco  lost  one  of 
her  most  illustrious  civic  treasures  with  the  death  of  former  Mayor 
George  Christopher;  and 

WHEREAS,   George  Christopher  was  born  in  Arcadia,   Greece  to  James 
Christopheles  and  Mary  Kiones  Christopheles  and  imrndgrated  to  San 
Francisco  in  1910  and  settled  in  the  South  of  Market  area  of  the 
City;  and 

WHEREAS,  George  Christopher  personified  the  promise  of  the  Am.erican 
Dream,  rising  from  poverty  and  limited  formal  education  to  become  a 
very  successful  owner  of  Christopher  Dairy  Farms;  and 

WHEREAS,   George  Christopher  married  the  former  Tula  Sarantitis  and 

her 

enjoyed  many  happy  years  as  ^/ spouse  and  brcthor;  and 

WHEREAS,  Amidst  successful  business  enterprises  George  Christopher 
entered  the  political  arena,  having  been  elected  to  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  1945  and  re-elected  in  1949  with  170,756 
votes,   the  most  ever  obtained  by  a  candidate  for  that  office;  and 

WHEREAS,  George  Christopher  was  elected  in  mayor  of  San  Francisco  in 
1955  and  1959,   a  time  of  great  social  and  economic  change  in  the 


City;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Among  his  many  achievements,  none  endeared  him  more  to  the 
people  of  San  Francisco  than  the  acquisition  of  the  New  York  Giants 
as  a  San  Francisco  team  in  1958;  and 

WHEREAS,   on  March  22,   1996,  Mayor  George  Christopher's  good  friend 
Lee  Housekeeper  had  the  opportunity  to  provide  the  following 
anecdotes  after  interviewing  the  former  mayor;     George  Christopher 
played  second  base  for  the  industrial  supply  firm  ''Pacific  Motors"; 
and 

WHEREAS,   Shortly  after  assuming  office,  Mayor  George  Christopher 
received  a  telephone  call  from  Boston  Red  Sox  manager  Joe  Cronin,  a

WHEREAS,  the  World  Bank  controls  more  investment  capital  and,  together  with  the 
International  Monetary  Fund,  has  more  policy  influence  in  the  world  economy  than  any  other 
institution,  and  for  the  past  fifty  years  the  World  Bank  has  accumulated  more  influence  over 
the  economic  policies  of  less  developed  countries;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  World  Bank  uses  its  leverage  over  less  developed  countries  to 
actively  promote  policies  that  favor  the  narrow  profit  interests  of  transnational  corporations, 
such  as  low  wages,  repressive  labor  policies,  and  weak  environmental  regulation,  at  the 
expense  of  the  interests  of  the  majority  to  improve  living  standards;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  World  Bank  imposes  a  narrowly  defined,  export-led  growth  model  on 
Third  World  countries  so  they  can  earn  hard  currency  to  make  payments  on  foreign  debts. 
To  achieve  this  increase  in  exports,  structural  adjustment  policies  are  imposed  that  include 
slashing  public  spending,  increasing  interest  rates  to  exorbitant  levels,  deregulating  markets, 
devaluing  currencies  and  reducing  existing  labor  protections.  The  impact  on  workers  and 
their  families  is  devastating.  Workers  face  massive  layoffs  and  wage  cuts,  v;hile  prices  of 
basics  such  as  food,  housing,  energy  and  transportation  skyrocket;  and 
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WHEREAS,  structural  adjustment  policies  worsen  U.S.  trade  deficits,  leading  to  the 
loss  of  solid  family-supporting  jobs  while  driving  down  the  already  abysmally  low  wages  of 
workers  living  in  the  developing  nations.  Requirements  that  Third  World  countries  deregulate 
and  eliminate  "barriers"  to  foreign  investment  pit  poor  countries  and  workers  against  each 
other  in  competition  to  attract  foreign  companies.  This,  in  effect,  leads  to  a  race  to  the  bottom 
in  wages,  working  conditions  and  environmental  standards  as  well  as  a  loss  of  approximately 
one  million  U.S.  jobs  annually;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  World  Bank's  project  lending  is  often  environmentally  destructive,  and 
violates  the  rights  of  indigenous  peoples;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  World  Bank's  policy  that  countries  expand  their  exports  has  led  poor 
countries  to  overexploit  their  natural  resources  by  cutting  down  forests,  heavily  using 
chemicals  to  produce  export  crops,  and  overfishing  coastal  and  international  waters.  The 
World  Bank  also  funds  often  inappropriate  and  controversial  large-scale  infrastructure 
projects  that  have  displaced  thousands  of  poor  and  indigenous  people  and  destroyed  fragile 
ecosystems  thereby  further  endangering  numerous  animal  and  plant  species;  and 

WHEREAS,  by  keeping  the  governments  of  low-income  countries  dependent  on  new 
infusions  of  capital  from  high-income  countries,  the  World  Bank  has  reinforced  an  "external 
allegiance"  of  these  governments,  making  them  more  accountable  to  World  Bank  managers 
than  to  their  own  people,  thereby  diminishing  any  real  chance  of  meaningful  development  or 
democracy  in  these  countries;  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  World  Bank  operates  in  a  secretive  fashion  and  is  accountable  neither 
to  the  taxpayers  who  fund  it  nor  to  the  citizens  of  debtor  countries  who  are  subjected  to  its 
policies;  now  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That,  from  this  date  foHA/ard,  the  City  of  San  Francisco  will  not  purchase 
bonds  issued  by  the  International  Bank  for  Reconstruction  and  Development  (the  World 

with   the   exception  of   investments   issued  by   and   through   the   U.S. Treasury 

Bank)  or  invest  money  in  any  investment  fundlthat  holds  World  Bank  bonds.  '

WHEREAS,  "HIV  Stops  With  Me"  is  an  innovative  new  campaign  featuring  seven  HIV 
positive  gay  man  and  transgender  from  San  Francisco  who  talk  about  their  lives  and 
responsibilities  in  the  ending  the  HIV  epidemic;  and 

WHEREAS,  These  seven  individuals  were  selected  from  a  group  of  60  people  who 
auditioned  and  expressed  a  strong  desire  and  commitment  to  be  leaders  in  the  HIV  prevention 
effort  within  the  HIV  positive  community;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  prevention  campaign  is  only  one  of  five  such  federally 
funded  projects  in  the  United  States  in  which  the  primary  goal  is  to  help  end  the  HIV  epidemic 
in  San  Francisco  by  facilitating  and  maintaining  risk  reduction  efforts  among  HIV  positive 
individuals;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  "HIV  Stops  With  Me"  project  in  San  Francisco  was  developed  through 
an  innovative,  community-based  HIV  prevention  initiative  administered  through  the  Centers  for 
Disease  Control  and  Prevention;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  HIV  prevention  ads  developed  by  Better  World  Advertising  premiered 
at  a  local  community  event  where  it  received  overwhelming  community  support;  and 

WHEREAS,  Unlike  other  HIV  prevention  ads,  this  camggj-ijj^i|4^&  paid  television 
advertising  rather  than  relying  on  public  service  airing;  and 
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WHEREAS,  On  September  19,  2000  KGO-TV,  the  local  ABC/Disney  affiliate  refused  to 
air  the  "HIV  Stops  With  Me"  ad;  and 

WHEREAS,  Given  the  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  new  HIV  infections  in  San 
Francisco  are  rising,  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City  that  all  sectors  of  the  community 
contribute  to  mitigating  this  epidemic;  and 

WHEREAS,  Given  the  large  numbers  of  those  living  with  HIV  residing  in  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  Area,  the  increasing  number  of  new  infections  and  the  decreasing  vigilance  in 
the  gay  community  about  HIV  prevention,  it  is  in  the  best  interest  in  the  City  and  its  citizens 
that  all  sectors  of  the  community  contribute  to  mitigating  this  epidemic;  and

URGING  THE  FOOD  AND  DRUG  ADiVIINISTRATION  (FDA)  AND  THE  U.S.  DEPARTMENT 
OF  HEALTH  AND  HUiVIAN  SERVICES  TO  DISREGARD  THE  RECENT  VOTE  BY  A  PANEL 
OF  FDA  ADVISORS  AGAINST  ALLOWING  HIV-NEGATIVE  GAY  MEN  TO  DONATE 
BLOOD. 

WHEREAS,  Cities  and  states  across  the  United  States  face  chronic  shortages  of  biood 
donations  each  year;  and, 

WHEREAS,  These  blood  donations  are  used  to  save  the  lives  of  millions  of  Americans 
and  are  critical  to  our  health  care  delivery  system;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Maximizing  number  of  people  v\/ho  can  safely  donate  blood  is  crucial  to 
this  system  of  care;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  panel  of  scientific  advisors  to  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration  last 
week  reviewed  the  blood  donor  regulations  it  submits  to  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Human  Services;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  panel  considered  a  proposal  to  change  discriminatory  guidelines  that 
ban  HIV-negative  gay  men  from  donating  blood;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  change  would  have  allowed  men  who  have  had  sex  with  men  within 
the  past  five  years  to  donate  blood;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Due  to  scientific  advances  that  can  detect  the  presence  of  virtually  all  HIV- 
infected  blood,  the  proposal  did  not  go  far  enough  to  allow  HIV-negative  gay  men  to  donate 
blood  and  should  have  implemented  a  one  year  window  period  during  which  gay  men  could 
not  donate  blood;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  In  a  September  14*^  editorial  piece,  "Change  Blood  Donation  Rules,"  the 
San  Francisco  Chronicle  came  out  in  favor  of  allowing  HIV-negative  gay  men  to  donate  blood; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  FDA  guidelines  should  pre-screen  potential  blood  donors  by  inquiring  of 
safe  sex  practices  and  not  sexual  orientation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  use  of  existing  policy  continues  to  communicate  that  there  is 
something  inherently  dangerous  with  gay  male  blood;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  FDA's  panel  of  scientific  advisors  nonetheless  voted  7  to  6  against 
revising  the  blood  donation  guidelines  to  allow  HIV-negative  gay  men  to  donate  blood;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  FDA  and  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  are  not 
bound  to  adhere  to  this  decision  and  should  disregard  it  as  discriminatory  and  scientifically 
unjustified;  now,  therefore  be  it

DECLARING  OCTOBER  7,  2000  DR.  JANE  GOODALL  DAY  IN  SAN  FRANCISCO  IN 
HONOR  OF  DR.  GOODALL'S  MANY  INVALUABLE  CONTRIBUTIONS  TO  CHIMPANZEE 
RESEARCH  AND  PRESERVATION,  THE  STUDY  OF  EVOLUTION  AND  THE  SUPPORT  OF 
HABITAT  CONSERVATION  AND  PUBLIC  EDUCATION  THROUGH  HER  FOUNDING  OF 
THE  JANE  GOODALL  INSTITUTE. 

WHEREAS,  Jane  Goodall  was  born  on  April  3,  1934,  in  London,  England  and 
exhibited  a  fascination  with  animals  in  early  childhood  when  she  was  given  a  stuffed 
chimpanzee  named  Jubilee  on  her  second  birthday;  and 

WHEREAS,  after  working  as  a  secretary  and  waitress,  Jane  Goodall  traveled  to  Kenya 
at  the  age  of  23  to  visit  a  friend  and  met  the  paleontologist  and  anthropologist  Dr.  Louis

to  the  guidelines  set  forth  in  the  Redevelopment  Plan,  as  modified  by  Redevelopment  Agency 
Resolution  7-95;  and, 

WHEREAS,   the  Port's  Waterfront  Land  Use  Plan  including  the  Design  &  Access 
Element  of  the  Plan  (the  Waterfront  Plan),  adopted  by  the  Port  Commission  in  1997  envisions 
the  development  of  Rincon  Park  and  the  Restaurant  Site  at  a  location  south  of  Folsom  Street; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  on  July  23,  1998,  the  Port  issued  a  Request  for  Proposals  ("RFP")  for  the 
Restaurant  Development  Opportunity  at  Rincon  Park;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Port  Commission  on  March  9,  1999  approved  an  Exclusive  Right  to 
Negotiate  Agreement  with  Nice  Ventures,  Inc.,  by  Resolution  99-10;  and, 
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WHEREAS,    during  the  Exclusive  Negotiation  Period,  Rincon  Park  Restaurants,  LLC, 
a  CalifoiTiia  limited  liability  company,  was  formed,  with  Nice  Ventures,  Inc.,  as  managing 
member,  to  pursue  development  of  the  Restaurant  Site  (the  "Project");  and, 

WHEREAS,   on  February  29,  2000,  the  Port  Commission  and  the  Redevelopment 
Agency  jointly  approved  the  design  and  layout  of  Rincon  Park  which  depicted  a  park  partiall>- 
surrounding  the  Restaurant  Site  at  a  location  south  of  Folsom  Street;  and, 

WHEREAS,   Port  staff  and  Rincon  Park  Restaurants,  LLC  (the  Developer)  negotiated 
the  terms  of  a  Development  Agreement  (the  "Development  Agreement")  which  includes 
exhibits  including  a  form  of  Ground  Lease  ("Ground  Lease")  for  the  Restaurant  Site  which 
memorializes  the  agreement  between  the  Port  and  the  Developer  for  the  Developer  to  lease  the 
Restaurant  Site  from  the  Port  at  fair  market  value  upon  the  satisfaction  of  certain  conditions 
precedent,  and  further  describes  the  terms  and  conditions  governing  the  Developer's 
obligations  to  construct  and  operate  the  Restaurant  Site;  and, 

WHEREAS,   the  design  and  scope  of  the  Project,  which  is  reflected  in  the  Scope  of 
Development  (an  attachment  to  the  Development  Agreement)  and  Schematic  Drawings  for  the 
Project  have  been  refined;  and, 

WHEREAS,   on  November  5,  1980,  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Commission  reviewed 
and  considered  the  Rincon  Point-South  Beach  Redevelopment  Plan  Final  Environmental 
Impact  Report  80.267  ("FEIR")  and  by  Resolution  No.  8760  found  the  FEIR  to  be  adequate, 
accurate  and  objective,  and  certified  the  completion  of  the  FEIR  in  compliance  with  CEQA,  the 
CEQA  Guidelines  and  Chapter  31  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,   on  January  5,  1981,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Ordinance  No.  14- 

8 1  in  which  it  reviewed  and  considered  the  FEIR  and  adopted  certain  findings  in  connection 
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with  the  approval  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan,  which  findings  are  incorporated  herein  by  this 
reference  as  though  fully  set  forth  in  this  resolution;  and, 

WHEREAS,    on  August  22,  1 99 1 ,  the  Planning  Commission  reviewed  and  considered 
the  supplement  to  the  FEIR  entitled  Rincon  Point-South  Beach  Redevelopment  Plan 
Supplemental  Enviromnental  Impact  Report  90-088E  ("SEIR")  and  found  by  Motion  No. 
13158  that  the  SEIR  was  adequate,  accurate,  and  objective,  and  certified  the  completion  of  the 
FEIR  in  compliance  witli  CEQA,  the  CEQA  Guidelines  and  Chapter  3 1  of  tlie  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,    on  November  12,  1991,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution 
Nos.  1002-91  and  1003-91  in  which  it  reviewed  and  considered  the  SEIR  and  adopted  certain 
findings  in  comiection  with  certain  amendments  to  the  Redevelopment  Plan,  which  findings  are 
incorporated  herein  by  this  reference  as  though  fully  set  forth  in  this  resolution;  and, 

WHEREAS,    on  June  24,  1 997,  the  Port  Commission  adopted  Resolution  No.  97-50,  in 
which  it  reviewed  and  considered  the  Waterfront  Land  Use  Plan  Final  Environmental  Impact 
Report  ("WLUP  FEIR")  and  adopted  certain  findings  in  connection  with  the  approval  of  the 
Waterfront  Land  Use  Plan,  which  findings  are  incorporated  herein  by  this  reference  as  though 
fully  set  forth  in  this  resolution;  and, 

WHEREAS,   the  Project  was  adequately  described  within  the  scope  of  the  FEIR,  the 
SEIR  and  the  WLUP  FEIR  (collectively,  the  "Prior  EIRS"),  each  of  which  considered  the 
potential  environmental  impacts  of  plans  which  include  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,   the  San  Francisco  Planning  Department  has  prepared,  and  the  Port 
Commissioners  each  received  and  reviewed,  a  Memorandum  to  City  Planning  File  No.  90.08 8E 

dated  June  23,  2000  which  is  analogous  to  an  Addendum,  as  described  in  CEQA  Guidelmes 
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Section  15164  (the  Memorandum),  that  analyzed  the  potential  impacts  arising  from  the  Project; 
and, 

WHEREAS,   the  Planning  Department  has  determined  in  the  Memorandum  that  the 
proposed  Project  is  within  the  scope  of  the  restaurant  project  contemplated  by  the  Prior  EIRs, 
that  no  new  or  more  severe  significant  impacts  would  resuh  from  the  Project,  no  important 
changes  m  cuxumstances  involving  potential  significant  impacts  have  occurred  since  the  Prior 
EIRs  were  certified,  and  no  new  information  has  come  to  light  that  would  involve  the  potential 
for  new  or  more  severe  significant  impacts  not  discussed  in  the  Prior  EIRs;  and, 

WHEREAS,    Section  3  of  the  Burton  Act  authorizes  the  Port  Commission  to  enter  into 
leases  with  terms  not  exceeding  66  years  provided  that  the  revenues  from  such  leases  shall  be 
used  for  purposes  consistent  with  the  trust;  and, 


WHEREAS,   the  Ground  Lease  is  for  a  term  not  exceeding'^^years;  and, 

WHEREAS,   the  approval  of  the  Development  Agreement  and  Ground  Lease  for  the 
Restaurant  Site  will  allow  for  the  timely  coordination  between  the  design  and  construction 
drawings  for  the  Restaurant  and  Park  Sites;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  approval  of  the  Development  Agreement  and  Ground  Lease  for  the 
Restaurant  Site  will  enable  the  Port  and  Redevelopment  Agency  to  implement  the  goals  of  the 
Waterfront  Plan  and  Redevelopment  Plan  for  this  area;  and, 

WHEREAS,   the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  reviewed  and  considered  (1)  the  Prior 
EIRs:  (2)  the  Memorandum  to  City  Planning  File  No.  90.088E  dated  June  23,  2000;  and  (3)  the 
Memorandum  to  Port  Commissioners  prepared  for  the  July  20,  2000  Port  Commission  meeting 
for  Agenda  Item  8A;  and,  DOCUMENTS  DEP" 
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WHEREAS,   the  Development  Agreement  and  Ground  Lease  are  consistent  with  the 
Burton  Act  and  are  not  prohibited  by  State  law  or  the  Charter;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Development  Agreement  and  Ground  Lease  are  found  to  be 
consistent  with:  (1)  the  Redevelopment  Plan;  (2)  the  Agreement  to  Lease;  and  (3)  the 
Waterfront  Plan;  and, 

WHEREAS,    on  July  25,  2000,  the  Port  Commission,  in  Resolution  No.  00-60:  (1) 
approved  the  modifications  and  clarifications  to  the  Waterfront  Plan's  Design  and  Access 
Element  in  regard  to  the  Project;  and,  (2)  approved  the  form  and  substance  of  the  Development 
Agreement  and  Ground  Lease,  and  the  transactions  which  the  Development  Agreement  and 
Ground  Lease  contemplate,  and  authorized  and  directed  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Port, 
after  approval  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  to  execute  the  Development  Agreement  and  upon 
satisfaction  or  waiver  of  the  conditions  precedent,  the  Ground  Lease  in  substantially  the  form 
of  such  agreements  on  file  with  the  Port  Commission  Secretary;  and, 

WHEREAS,    Section  9. 1 1 8  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
requires  in  relevant  part  that  non-maritime  leases  of  real  property  for  a  period  often  (10)  years 
or  longer,  or  contracts  or  agreements  entered  into  by  a  City  department  for  a  term  in  excess  of 
ten  (10)  years  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,   a  copy  of  the  proposed  form  of  Ground  Lease,  including  a  copy  of  the 
Development  Agreement,  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  under  File  No. 
001531    ;  now  therefore,  be  it, 

RESOLVED,  that  based  upon  the  Board  of  Supervisor's  review  of  the  Prior  EIRs  and 

the  Memorandum,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  finds  that:  (1)  modifications  incorporated 
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into  the  Project  will  not  require  important  revisions  to  the  Prior  EIRs  due  to  the  involvement  of 
new  significant  environmental  effects  or  a  substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  previously 
identified  significant  effects;  (2)  no  substantial  changes  have  occurred  with  respect  to  the 
circumstances  under  which  the  Project  is  undertaken  which  would  require  major  revisions  to 
the  Prior  EIRs  due  to  the  involvement  of  new  significant  environmental  effects,  or  a  substantial 
increase  in  the  severity  of  effects  identified  in  the  Prior  EIRs;  and  (3)  no  new  information  of 
substantial  importance  to  the  Project  has  become  available  which  would  indicate:  (a)  the 
Project  will  have  significant  effects  not  discussed  in  the  Prior  EIRs;  (b)  significant

FURTHER  RESOLVED,      that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  adopts  the  mitigation 
monitoring  program  prepared  for  the  Project,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached  to  Port  Commission 
Resolution  No.  00-60  and  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.    001531       ;  and, 
belt, 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,      that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approves  the  form  and 
substance  of  the  Ground  Lease,  and  the  transactions  which  the  Ground  Lease  contemplates, 
(including  without  limitation  the  terms  of  the  Development  Agreement  to  the  extent 
incorporated  or  referenced  in  the  Ground  Lease)  incorporating  the  business  terms  set  forth  in 
the  Memorandum  for  Agenda  Item  8A  for  the  Port  Commission  meeting  on  July  25,  2000,  a 
copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.    001531      ;  and  be  it, 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,      that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  and 
directs  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Port  (the  "Executive  Director")  to  execute  the  Ground 
Lease  upon  satisfaction  or  waiver  of  the  conditions  precedent  set  forth  in  the  Development 
Agreement  in  substantially  the  form  of  such  agreements  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in 
File  No.     001531    ;  and  be  it, 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,      that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizes  the  Executive 
Director  to  enter  into  any  additions,  amendments  or  other  modifications  to  the  Ground  Lease 
(including,  without  limitation,  preparation  and  attachment  of,  or  changes  to,  any  or  all  of  the 
exhibits  or  the  Development  Agreement)  that  the  Executive  Director,  in  consultation  with  the 
City  Attorney,  determines  are  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City,  do  not  materially  increase  the 
obligation  or  liabilities  of  the  City,  and  are  necessary  or  advisable  to  complete  the  transactions 
which  the  Ground  Lease  contemplates  and  effectuate  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this  resolution, 
such  determination  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  by  the

by  any  such  person  or  persons  of  any  such  documents;  and,  be  it,

ratifies  all  prior  actions  taken  by  the  officials,  employees  and  agents  of  the  Port  Commission  or 
the  City  with  respect  to  the  implementation  of  the  project  contemplated  by  the  Ground  Lease.

WHEREAS,  A  special  election  v\/as  held  in  the  City  on  March  7,  2000,  for  the  purpose 
of  submitting  to  the  qualified  voters  of  the  City  a  proposition  for  incurring  bonded

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indebtedness  of  the  City  in  tlie  aggregate  principal  amount  of  $87,445,000  to  finance  the 
Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Registrar  of  Voters  of  the  City  duly  and  regularly  canvassed  the 
return  of  said  election  and,  as  the  result  of  such  canvass,  certified  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
that  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast  on  said  proposition  favored  the  incurring  of  such 
bonded  indebtedness;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  has  determined,  and  does  hereby  declare  that 
it  is  necessary  and  desirable  that  all  of  said  Bonds  designated  generally  as  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  General  Obligation  Bonds  (California  Academy  of  Sciences  Improvement 
Bonds,  2000)  (the  "Bonds")  (each  series  to  bear  such  additional  or  other  designation  as  may 
be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  distinguish  such  series  from  every  other  series  and  from  other 
bonds  issued  by  the  City)  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  $87,445,000,  be  issued  and 
sold  in  series  from  time  to  time,  for  the  purposes  authorized  and  on  the  conditions  set  forth  in 
this  Resolution  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Bonds  will  be  payable  from  proceeds  of  the  annual  general  tax  levy 
as  provided  herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Bonds  are  being  issued  pursuant  to  a  resolution  duly  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  Title  5,  Division  2,  Part  1 ,  Chapter  3,  Article  4.5  of  the  California 
Government  Code,  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  a  duly  held  election; 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Section  9. 1 06  of  the  Charter  of  the  City,  there  shall  be 
delivered  a  certificate  of  a  duly  authorized  officer  of  the  City,  concurrently  with  the  issuance  of 
each  series  of  the  Bonds,  stating  that  the  outstanding  general  obligation  bonded 
indebtedness  of  the  City,  including  all  series  of  the  Bonds  issued  and  to  be  issued  and 
outstanding  on  the  date  of  delivery  of  such  series,  will  not  exceed  three  percent  of  the 
assessed  value  of  all  taxable  real  and  personal  property  located  within  the  City  and  County; 
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NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  herein  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Conditions  Precedent.  All  conditions,  things  and  acts  required  by  law  to 
exist,  to  happen  and  to  be  performed  precedent  to  and  in  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  exist, 
have  happened  and  have  been  performed  in  due  time,  form  and  manner  in  accordance  with 
applicable  law,  and  the  City  is  now  authorized  pursuant  to  its  Charter  and  applicable  law  to 
incur  indebtedness  in  the  manner  and  form  provided  in  this  Resolution  (the  "Resolution"). 

Section  3.  Issuance  of  Bonds.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the 
issuance  and  sale  of  not  to  exceed  $87,445,000  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  for 
the  acquisition,  construction,  reconstruction  or  completion  of  the  real  property  improvements 
set  forth  in  the  following  proposition: 

CALIFORNIA  ACADEMY  OF  SCIENCES  IMPROVEMENT  BONDS,  2000,  shall  the 
City  and  County  incur  $87,445,000  of  bonded  indebtedness  for  the  acquisition,  construction 
and  reconstruction  of  certain  improvements  to  the  California  Academy  of  Sciences  and  all 
other  works,  property  and  structures  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  foregoing  purposes. 

The  Bonds  may  be  sold  in  one  or  more  series,  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall 
determine,  and  shall  be  sold  in  accordance  with  law,  as  such  law  may  from  time  to  time  be 
amended,  supplemented  or  revised,  and  on  the  terms  and  conditions  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  in  this  Resolution,  as  supplemented  by  such  other  resolution  or  resolutions 
relating  to  such  series  of  Bonds.  The  offering  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  may  be  aggregated  vyith 
the  offering  and  sale  of  other  general  obligation  bonds  being  issued  by  the  City  as  authorized 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Section  4.  Execution  and  Authentication.  The  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
authorizing  and  directing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  the  Bonds  shall  set  forth  the  form  of  such 
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bond,  with  such  necessary  or  appropriate  variations,  omissions  and  insertions  as  may  be 
permitted  by  such  resolution.  "CUSIP"  identification  numbers  may  be  imprinted  on  the  Bonds, 
but  such  numbers  shall  not  constitute  a  part  of  the  contract  evidenced  by  the  Bonds  and  any 
error  or  omission  with  respect  thereto  shall  not  constitute  cause  for  refusal  of  any  purchaser 
to  accept  delivery  of  and  pay  for  the  Bonds.  In  addition,  failure  on  the  part  of  the  City  to  use 
such  CUSIP  numbers  in  any  notice  to  Owners  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  constitute  an  event  of 
default  or  any  violation  of  the  City's  contract  with  such  Owners  and  shall  not  impair  the 
effectiveness  of  any  such  notice. 

The  Bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  (the 
"City  Treasurer"),  and  countersigned  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  whose 
signature  shall  be  countersigned  by  a  Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  pursuant  to 
Section  2.40  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  Except  for  the  countersignature  of  a 
Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  which  shall  be  a  manual  signature,  all  signatures 
hereinbefore  referred  to  may  be  facsimile  or  manual.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
shall  cause  the  official  seal  of  the  City  to  be  impressed  or  printed  on  each  of  the  Bonds,  the 
City  Treasurer  shall  authenticate  the  Bonds  by  manual  signature,  and  when  so  executed  and 
authenticated,  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  deliver  the  Bonds  to  or  for  the 
account  of  the  purchaser  in  exchange  for  the  purchase  price  thereof. 

In  case  any  of  such  officers  whose  signatures  or  countersignatures  appear  on  the 
Bonds  shall  cease  to  be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  such  Bonds  to  the  purchaser,  such 
signatures  or  countersignatures  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes  as  if 
they  had  remained  in  office  until  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  5.  Transfer  or  Exchange  and  Registration  of  Bonds.  Any  Bond  may  be 
transferred  or  exchanged  in  accordance  with  its  terms  and  the  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
/// 
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Supervisors  authorizing  and  directing  its  sale.  Each  Bond  shall  be  registered  in  accordance 
with  the  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizing  and  directing  its  sale. 

Section  6.  General  Redemption  Provisions.  The  terms  of  redemption  (whether 
optional  redemption  or  mandatory  redemption),  if  any,  of  any  series  of  Bonds  and  the  manner 
prescribed  for  notice  of  any  redemption  of  such  series  of  Bonds  shall  be  set  forth  in  the 
resolution  of  the  Board  authorizing  and  directing  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  to  be  redeemed. 

The  resolution  of  the  Board  authorizing  and  directing  the  sale  of  each  series  of  Bonds 
shall  provide  that  the  City  Treasurer  shall  establish  a  Redemption  Account  for  such  series  of 
Bonds  and  shall  further  provide  for  the  deposit  and  application  of  moneys  in  such 
Redemption  Account. 

Section  7.  Tax  Lew.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the 
Bonds,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  the  time  of  fixing  the  general  tax  levy  shall  fix,  and  in  the 
manner  provided  for  such  general  tax  levy,  levy  and  collect  annually  until  the  Bonds  are  paid, 
or  until  there  shall  be  a  sum  set  apart  for  that  purpose  in  the  treasury  of  the  City  sufficient  to 
meet  all  sums  coming  due  for  payment  of  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds,  a  tax 
sufficient  to  pay  the  annual  interest  on  the  Bonds  as  the  same  becomes  due  and  also  such 
part  of  the  principal  thereof  as  shall  become  due  before  the  proceeds  of  a  tax  levied  at  the 
time  for  making  the  next  general  tax  levy  can  be  made  available  for  the  payment  of  such 
interest  or  principal. 

Said  tax  shall  be  in  addition  to  all  other  taxes  levied  for  City  purposes,  shall  be 
collected  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes  of  the  City  are  collected, 
and  shall  be  used  only  for  the  payment  of  the  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon. 

All  taxes  collected  pursuant  to  this  Section  7  shall  be  deposited  forthwith  in  a  special 
account  to  be  designated  as  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (California  Academy  of  Sciences 
Improvement  Bonds,  2000)  Bond  Account"  (the  "Bond  Account")  and  each  and  every  series 
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of  Bonds  issued  under  this  Resolution  shall  be  equally  and  ratably  secured  by  the  taxes 
collected  pursuant  to  this  Section.  Such  account  shall  be  administered  by  the  City  Treasurer 
and  kept  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts.  Pursuant  to  the  resolution  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  authorizing  and  directing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  the  Bonds,  the  City 
Treasurer  may  establish  such  additional  accounts  and  subaccounts  within  the  Bond  Account 
or  with  any  agent,  including  but  not  limited  to  any  paying  agent  or  fiscal  agent,  as  may  be 
necessary  or  convenient  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  any  series  of  the  Bonds.  The 
resolution  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizing  and  directing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  the 
Bonds  shall  establish  subaccounts  within  the  Bond  Account  for  each  series  of  the  Bonds  to 
provide  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on  such  series  of  Bonds. 

The  City  Treasurer  shall  also  deposit  in  the  Bond  Account  from  the  proceeds  of  sale  of 
the  Bonds,  any  moneys  received  on  account  of  interest  accrued  on  the  Bonds  to  the  date  of 
payment  of  the  purchase  price  thereof,  and  such  other  moneys,  if  any,  as  may  be  specified  in 
the  resolution  of  the  Board  authorizing  and  directing  the  sale  of  each  series  of  Bonds.  So 
long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  are  outstanding,  moneys  in  the  Bond  Account  shall  be  used  and 
applied  by  the  City  Treasurer  solely  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal  of  and  interest  on 
the  Bonds  as  such  principal  and  interest  shall  become  due  and  payable,  or  for  purchase  of 
Bonds  if  permitted  by  the  Resolution  providing  for  the  sale  of  such  series  of  Bonds;  provided, 
however,  that  when  all  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  have  been  paid,  any 
moneys  then  remaining  in  said  account  shall  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  City. 
The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  take  such  actions  annually  as  are  necessary  or  appropriate  to 
cause  the  debt  service  on  the  Bonds  due  in  any  fiscal  year  to  be  included  in  the  budget  for 
such  fiscal  year  and  to  make  the  necessary  appropriations  therefor.

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Section  8.  Administration  and  Disbursements  From  Bond  Account. 

(a)  Interest.  On  or  before  June  1 5  and  December  1 5  in  each  year  that  any  series  of 
the  Bonds  is  outstanding,  commencing  June  15,  2001,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  transfer  from 
the  General  Fund  and  set  aside  in  the  Bond  Account  and  the  appropriate  subaccounts  therein 
relating  to  each  series  of  the  Bonds  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  the  amount  contained 
in  the  Bond  Account  and  subaccounts  therein  on  that  date,  if  any,  will  be  equal  to  the 
aggregate  amount  of  the  interest  becoming  due  and  payable  on  each  series  of  the  Bonds 
outstanding  on  such  interest  payment  date. 

(b)  Principal.  On  or  before  June  1 5  in  each  year  that  any  series  of  Bonds  is  outstanding 
commencing  June  1 5,  2001 ,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  transfer  from  the  General  Fund  and  set 
aside  in  the  Bond  Account  and  the  appropriate  subaccounts  therein  relating  to  each  series  of 
the  Bonds  an  amount  which  will  be  equal  to  the  principal  on  each  series  of  the  Bonds 
outstanding  that  will  become  due  and  payable  on  said  June  1 5,  including  those  Bonds  subject 
to  mandatory  redemption  on  such  date  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  resolution  authorizing 
the  sale  of  such  Bonds. 

Ail  moneys  in  the  Bond  Account  shall  be  used  and  withdrawn  by  the  City  Treasurer 
solely  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  each  series  of  the  Bonds  as  the 
same  shall  become  due  and  payable.  On  June  15  and  December  15  in  each  year  commencing 
June  1 5,  2001 ,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  allocate,  transfer  and  apply  to  the  various  subaccounts 
in  the  Bond  Account  created  pursuant  to  the  resolutions  authorizing  the  sale  of  Bonds,  on  such 
date  on  which  payment  of  principal  or  interest  on  any  series  of  Bonds  is  due,  from  moneys  on 
deposit  in  the  Bond  Account,  an  amount  equal  to  the  amount  of  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  or 
interest  due  on  said  date  with  respect  to  each  series  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding.  Unless 
other  provision  shall  have  been  made  pursuant  to  this  Resolution  for  the  payment  of  any  Bond, 
all  amounts  held  in  the  various  subaccounts  of^lg^j^j^^,^a?<g)L+Rt^e!ated  pursuant  to  the 
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resolutions  authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds  shall  be  used  and  applied  by  the  City 
Treasurer  to  pay  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  due  on  the  series  of  the  Bonds  to 
which  such  subaccount  relates,  as  and  when  due. 

Section  9.  Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City  Treasurer  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may  deem 
desirable  and  may  authorize  such  depository  to  perform,  under  the  supervision  of  the  City 
Treasurer,  any  of  the  City  Treasurer's  duties  and  responsibilities  under  this  Resolution,  to  the 
extent  permitted  by  applicable  law. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more 
agents  as  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable 
law  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying  agent, 
fiscal  agent,  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Bonds  or  may  assist  the  City  Treasurer  in 
performing  any  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such  other  duties  as  the  City  Treasurer  shall 
determine  including  such  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  City  Treasurer  provided  for  in  this 
Resolution.  Such  agents  shall  serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  City  Treasurer 
shall  determine.  The  City  Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents  appointed  pursuant  to 
this  paragraph  at  any  time. 

Section  10.  Project  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  a  project  account  to  be 
designated  as  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (California  Academy  of  Sciences  Improvement 
Bonds,  2000)  Project  Account"  (the  "Project  Account").  The  Project  Account  shall  be 
maintained  by  the  City  Treasurer,  as  a  separate  account,  segregated  and  distinct  from  all 
other  accounts.  The  City  Treasurer  may  establish  such  accounts  and  subaccounts  within  the 
Project  Account  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  in  connection  with  the  administration  of 
the  Project  or  the  Bonds. 
/// 
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All  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  Bonds,  excluding  any  premiunn  and  accrued 
interest  received  thereon,  shall  be  deposited  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  Project 
Account  and  shall  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  objects  and  purposes  specified  in  the 
proposition  set  forth  in  Section  3  hereof.  When  such  objects  and  purposes  have  been 
accomplished,  any  moneys  remaining  in  such  account  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Bond 
Account  established  pursuant  to  Section  7  hereof  and  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  principal 
of  and  interest  on  any  series  of  Bonds.  Amounts  in  the  Project  Account  may  be  applied  to  the 
payment  of  costs  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  including,  without  limitation,  bond  and  financial 
printing  expenses,  mailing  and  publication  expenses,  rating  agency  fees,  and  the  fees  and 
expenses  of  paying  agents,  registrars,  financial  consultants  and  bond  counsel. 

Section  11.  Defeasance  Provisions.  The  resolution  of  the  Board  authorizing  and 
directing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds  may  provide  for  the  defeasance  of  such  series  of 
Bonds.  Any  Bonds  which  have  been  deemed  paid  in  accordance  with  the  defeasance 
provisions  of  the  Board  resolution  authorizing  and  directing  their  sale  shall  no  longer  be 
deemed  outstanding  under  this  Resolution. 

Section  12.  Tax  Covenants.  The  Bonds  may  be  issued  as  bonds  the  interest  on  which 
is  excluded  from  gross  income  for  federal  or  state  income  tax  purposes  or  as  bonds  the 
interest  on  which  is  included  in  gross  income  for  federal  or  state  income  tax  purposes.  With 
respect  to  any  series  of  the  Bonds  the  interest  on  which  is  excluded  from  gross  income  for 
federal  or  state  income  tax  purposes,  the  City  may  make  such  covenants  and  representations 
as  are  necessary  or  convenient  to  comply  with  applicable  laws  and  regulations. 

Section  13.  Other  Terms  and  Provisions  Relating  To  the  Bonds.  The  resolution  of  the 
Board  providing  for  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds  may  provide  for  (a)  the  purchase  of  bond 
insurance  or  other  credit  enhancement  relating  to  such  series  of  Bonds  and  to  the 
establishment  of  such  additional  terms  and  procedures  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  for 
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the  application  of  such  bond  insurance  or  other  credit  enhancement  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Bondholders;  (b)  the  investment  of  moneys  held  in  any  fund  or  account  relating  to  the  Bonds 
in  specific  categories  or  types  of  investments,  so  long  as  such  investments  are  legal 
investments  for  the  City  and  in  compliance  with  any  policy  or  guideline  of  the  City  applicable 
thereto;  (c)  the  adoption  of  any  supplemental  resolutions  relating  solely  to  such  series  of 
Bonds. 

Section  14.  Supplemental  Resolutions.  For  any  one  or  more  of  the  following  purposes 
and  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time,  a  supplemental  resolution  of  the  City  may  be  adopted, 
which,  without  the  requirement  of  consent  of  the  owners  of  the  Bonds,  shall  be  fully  effective  in 
accordance  with  its  terms: 

(a)  To  add  to  the  covenants  and  agreements  of  the  City  in  this  Resolution  or  any 
resolution  authohzing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds,  other  covenants  and  agreements  to  be 
observed  by  the  City  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  inconsistent  with  this  Resolution  or  any 
resolution  authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds  as  theretofore  in  effect; 

(b)  To  add  to  the  limitations  and  restrictions  in  this  Resolution  or  any  resolution 
authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds,  other  limitations  and  restrictions  to  be  observed  by 
the  City  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  inconsistent  with  this  Resolution  or  any  resolution 
authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds  as  theretofore  in  effect; 

(c)  To  confirm,  as  further  assurance,  any  pledge  under,  and  the  subjection  to  any 
lien  or  pledge  created  or  to  be  created  by,  this  Resolution  or  any  resolution  authorizing  the  sale 
of  any  series  of  Bonds  as  then  in  effect,  of  any  moneys,  securities  or  funds,  or  to  establish  any 
additional  funds  or  accounts  to  be  held  under  this  Resolution  or  any  resolution  authorizing  the 
sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds;

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(d)  To  cure  any  ambiguity,  supply  any  omission,  or  cure  or  correct  any  defect  or 
inconsistent  provision  in  this  Resolution  or  any  resolution  authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series  of 
Bonds;  or 

(e)  To  make  such  additions,  deletions  or  modifications  as  shall  not  be  materially 
adverse  to  the  owners  of  the  Bonds.  I 

Any  modification  or  amendment  of  this  Resolution  or  any  resolution  authorizing  the  sale 
of  any  series  of  Bonds  and  of  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  City  and  of  the  owners  of  the 
Bonds,  in  any  particular,  may  be  made  by  a  supplemental  resolution,  with  the  written  consent  of 
the  owners  of  at  least  a  majority  in  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  outstanding  at  the 
time  such  consent  is  given.  No  such  modification  or  amendment  shall  permit  a  change  in  the 
terms  or  maturity  of  the  principal  of  any  outstanding  Bonds  or  of  any  interest  payable  thereon  or 
a  reduction  in  the  principal  amount  thereof  or  in  the  rate  of  interest  thereon,  or  shall  reduce  the 
percentage  of  Bonds  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  which  is  required  to  effect  any  such 
modification  or  amendment,  or  shall  reduce  the  amount  of  moneys  for  the  repayment  of  the 
Bonds  without  the  consent  of  all  the  owners  of  such  Bonds. 

Section  15.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  officials,  employees  and 
agents  of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Bonds  are  hereby  approved, 
confirmed  and  ratified. 

Section  16.  General  Authority.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Finance 

Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Mayor,  the  City  Treasurer,  the  City  Administrator, 

the  City  Attorney,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  of  the  City  and  the  Controller  are  each 

hereby  authorized  and  directed  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  take  any  and  all 

steps  and  to  issue  and  deliver  any  and  all  certificates,  requisitions,  agreements,  notices. 

consents,  and  other  documents,  including  but  not  limited  to,  letters  of  representations  to  any 

depository  or  depositories,  which  they  or  any  of  them  might  deem  necessary  or  appropriate  in 
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order  to  consummate  the  lawful  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  and  otherwise  to 
give  effect  to  this  Resolution.

AUTHORIZING  AND  DIRECTING  THE  SALE  OF  NOT  TO  EXCEED  $14,060,000  CITY  AND 
COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO  GENERAL  OBLIGATION  BONDS  (NEIGHBORHOOD 
RECREATION  AND  PARK  FACILITIES  IMPROVEMENT  BONDS,  2000),  SERIES  200_; 
PRESCRIBING  THE  FORM  AND  TERMS  OF  SAID  BONDS;  AUTHORIZING  THE 
EXECUTION,  AUTHENTICATION  AND  REGISTRATION  OF  SAID  BONDS;  PROVIDING  FOR 
THE  APPOINTMENT  OF  DEPOSITORIES  AND  OTHER  AGENTS  FOR  SAID  BONDS;

CERTIFICATE;  APPROVING  MODIFICATIONS  TO  DOCUMENTS;  RATIFYING  CERTAIN

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  378-00,  (the  "Authorizing  Resolution")  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  (the  "Board  of  Supervisors")  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
"City")  on  May  1,  2000,  the  City  authorized  the  issuance  of  its  Neighborhood  Recreation  and 
Park  Facilities  Improvement  Bonds,  2000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  necessary  and  desirable  to  issue  a  portion  of  said  bonds  in  a  single 
series  as  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Neighborhood 
Recreation  and  Park  Facilities  Improvement  Bonds,  2000),  Series  200  (the  "Bonds');  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Bonds  are  being  issued  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing  Resolution  and 
Title  5,  Division  2,  Part  1,  Chapter  3,  Article  4.5  of  the  California  Government  Code  (the  'Act"), 
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the  Charter  of  the  City  and  a  duly  held  election;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  expects  to  pay  certain 
expenditures  in  connection  with  the  projects  to  be  financed  by  the  Bonds  prior  to  the  issuance 
and  sale  of  the  Bonds,  and  the  City  intends  to  reimburse  itself  and  to  pay  third  parties  for  such 
prior  expenditures  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Treasury  Regulations  promulgated  under  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code  of  1986  (the  "Treasury  Regulations")  requires  the  City  to  declare  its  reasonable 
official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures  with  the  proceeds  of  a  subsequent  borrowing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Treasury  Regulations  require  that  any  reimbursement  allocation  of 
proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  be  made  with  respect  to  expenditures  incurred  prior  to  the  issuance  of 
the  Bonds  will  occur  not  later  than  eighteen  (18)  months  after  the  later  of  (i)  the  date  on  which 
the  expenditure  is  paid  or  (ii)  the  date  on  which  the  facilities  are  placed  in  service,  but  in  no 
event  later  than  three  (3)  years  after  the  expenditure  is  paid;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  adoption  of  this  Resolution  shall  constitute  authorization  of  the  Bonds 
within  the  meaning  of  Section  864  of  the  California  Code  of  Civil  Procedure; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  as  follows; 

Section  1.  Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  herein  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Conditions  Precedent.  All  conditions,  things  and  acts  required  by  law  to  exist, 
to  happen  and  to  be  performed  precedent  to  and  in  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  exist,  have 
happened  and  have  been  performed  in  due  time,  form  and  manner  in  accordance  with 
applicable  law,  and  the  City  is  now  authorized  pursuant  to  its  Charter  and  applicable  law  to 
incur  indebtedness  in  the  manner  and  form  provided  in  this  Resolution. 

Section  3.  Documents.  The  documents  presented  to  this  Board  of  Supervisors  and  on 
file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  are  contained  in  File  No.  ^^^^^^  . 
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Section  4.  Issuance  and  Sale  of  Bonds.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes 
the  issuance  and  sale  of  not  to  exceed  $14,060,000  aggregate  principal  amount  of  bonds  to  be 
designated  as  "City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Neighborhood 

Recreation  and  Park  Facilities  Improvement  Bonds,  2000),  Sehes  200  "  for  the  purposes  set 

forth  in  the  Authorizing  Resolution.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Director  of 
Public  Finance")  is  hereby  authorized  to  determine  the  sale  date,  the  maturity  dates  and  the 
redemption  dates  of  the  Bonds,  subject  to  the  following  terms  and  conditions:  (i)  the  Bonds  shall 
not  have  a  true  interest  cost  in  excess  of  12%  (as  such  term  is  defined  in  the  Official  Notice  of 
Sale);  (ii)  the  Bonds  shall  not  have  a  final  maturity  date  after  June  1 5,  2026;  and  (iii)  any  original 
issue  discount  on  the  purchase  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  exceed  2%  of  the  principal  amount  of  the 
Bonds.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  further  authorized  to  give  the  Bonds  such  additional  or 
other  series  designation  as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  distinguish  such  series  from 
every  other  series  and  from  other  bonds  issued  by  the  City. 

Section  5.  Execution.  Authentication  and  Registration  of  the  Bonds.  The  Bonds  shall  be 
in  fully  registered  form  without  coupons  in  denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple 
thereof.  The  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  directed  to  cause  the  Bonds  to  be  prepared  in 
sufficient  quantity  for  delivery  to  the  purchaser  thereof  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
is  hereby  directed  to  cause  the  blanks  therein  to  be  completed  in  accordance  with  the 
Authorizing  Resolution,  to  cause  the  seal  of  the  City  to  be  reproduced  or  impressed  thereon,  to 
procure  their  execution  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  City,  and  to  deliver  the  Bonds  when  so 
executed  to  said  purchaser  in  exchange  for  the  purchase  price  thereof. 

The  Bonds  and  the  certificate  of  authentication  and  registration  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
City  (the  "City  Treasurer")  and  the  form  of  assignment  to  appear  thereon  shall  be  substantially  in 
the  form  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A  (a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  fully  set  forth 
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herein)  with  necessary  or  appropriate  variations,  omissions  and  insertions  as  permitted  or 
required  by  this  Resolution. 

Only  such  of  the  Bonds  as  shall  bear  thereon  a  certificate  of  authentication  and 
registration  in  the  form  herein  recited,  executed  by  the  City  Treasurer,  shall  be  valid  or 
obligatory  for  any  purpose  or  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  Resolution,  and  such  certificate  of 
the  City  Treasurer,  executed  as  provided  herein,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  the  Bonds  so 
authenticated  have  been  duly  authenticated  and  delivered  hereunder  and  are  entitled  to  the 
benefits  of  this  Resolution. 

The  City  Treasurer  shall  assign  a  distinctive  letter,  or  number,  or  letter  and  number  to 
each  Bond  authenticated  and  registered  by  him  or  her  and  shall  maintain  a  record  thereof  which 
shall  be  available  for  inspection. 

Section  6.  Registration  Books.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  at  the 
office  of  the  City  Treasurer,  sufficient  books  for  the  registration  and  transfer  of  the  Bonds,  which 
shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection,  and  upon  presentation  for  such  purpose,  the  City 
Treasurer  shall,  under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  he  or  she  may  prescribe,  register  or 
transfer  or  cause  to  be  registered  or  transferred,  on  said  books,  Bonds  as  herein  provided. 

Section  7.  Transfer  or  Exchange  of  Bonds.  Any  Bond  may,  in  accordance  with  its  term 
be  transferred  upon  the  books  required  to  be  kept  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  6 
hereof,  by  the  person  in  whose  name  it  is  registered,  in  person  or  by  the  duly  authorized 
attorney  of  such  person  in  writing,  upon  surrender  of  such  Bond  for  cancellation,  accompanied 
by  delivery  of  a  duly  executed  written  instrument  of  transfer  in  a  form  approved  by  the  City 
Treasurer. 

Any  Bonds  may  be  exchanged  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  for  a  like  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  other  authorized  denominations  of  the  same  interest  rate  and  maturity. 

Whenever  any  Bond  shall  be  surrendered  for  transfer  or  exchange,  the  designated  City 
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officials  shall  execute  (as  provided  in  Section  5  hereof)  and  the  City  Treasurer  shall  authenticate 
and  deliver  a  new  Bond  or  Bonds  of  the  same  interest  rate  and  maturity  in  a  like  aggregate 
principal  amount.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  require  the  payment  by  any  bond  owner  requesting 
any  such  transfer  of  any  tax  or  other  governmental  charge  required  to  be  paid  v/ith  respect  to 
such  transfer  or  exchange. 

No  transfer  or  exchange  of  Bonds  shall  be  required  to  be  made  by  the  City  Treasurer 
during  the  period  from  the  Record  Date  (as  defined  herein)  next  preceding  each  interest 
payment  date  to  such  interest  payment  date  or  after  a  notice  of  redemption  shall  have  been 
mailed  with  respect  to  such  Bond. 

Section  8.  Terms  of  the  Bonds:  General  Redemption  Provisions.  The  Bonds  shall  each 
be  dated  the  date  of  delivery  or  such  other  date  (the  "Dated  Date")  as  specified  in  the  award  to 
be  made  by  motion  of  the  Finance  and  Labor  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  pursuant 
to  Section  13  hereof  (the  "Finance  Committee  Award").  The  Bonds  shall  bear  interest  from  the 
date  thereof  until  paid  (at  rates  to  be  determined  upon  sale  of  the  Bonds)  calculated  on  the 
basis  of  a  360-day  year  comprised  of  twelve  30-day  months,  payable  on  June  1 5,  2001 ,  and 
semiannually  thereafter  on  June  1 5  and  December  1 5  of  each  year  (or  such  other  dates  as  may 
be  designated  in  the  Finance  Committee  Award). 

The  principal  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States  of 
America  to  the  owner  thereof,  upon  the  surrender  thereof  at  maturity  or  earlier  redemption  at 
the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer.  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  shall  be  payable  in  like  lav/ful  money 
to  the  person  whose  name  appears  on  the  bond  registration  books  of  the  City  Treasurer  as  the 
owner  thereof  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the  last  day  of  the  month  immediately  preceding 
an  interest  payment  date  (the  "Record  Date"),  whether  or  not  such  day  is  a  Business  Day  (as 
herein  defined). 

Each  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  next  preceding  the  date  of 
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authentication  thereof  unless  it  is  authenticated  as  of  a  day  during  the  period  from  the  Record 
Date  next  preceding  any  interest  payment  date  to  the  interest  payment  date,  inclusive,  in  which 
event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  such  interest  payment  date,  or  unless  it  is  authenticated  on  or 
before  May  31 ,  2001  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Finance  Committee 
Award),  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date;  provided,  however,  that  if,  at 
the  time  of  authentication  of  any  Bond,  interest  is  in  default  on  the  Bonds,  such  Bond  shall  bear 
interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  to  which  interest  has  previously  been  paid  or  made 
available  for  payment  on  the  Bonds  or  from  the  Dated  Date  if  the  first  interest  payment  is  not 
made.  Payment  of  the  interest  on  any  Bond  shall  be  paid  by  check  mailed  to  such  owner  at 
such  owner's  address  as  it  appears  on  the  registration  books  as  of  the  Record  Date;  provided. 
however,  if  any  interest  payment  occurs  on  a  day  that  banks  in  California  and  New  York  are 
closed  for  business,  then  such  payment  shall  be  made  on  the  next  succeeding  day  that  banks 
in  both  California  and  New  York  are  open  for  business  and  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is 
open  for  business  (a  "Business  Day");  and  provided,  further,  that  the  registered  owner  of  an 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  at  least  $1 ,000,000  of  the  Bonds  may  submit  a  wntten  request  to 
the  City  Treasurer  on  or  before  a  Record  Date  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  for  payment 
of  interest  by  wire  transfer  to  a  commercial  bank  located  within  the  continental  United  States. 
For  so  long  as  Cede  &  Co.  or  its  registered  assignee  is  the  registered  owner  of  all  of  the  Bonds, 
payment  shall  be  made  by  wire  transfer  of  immediately  available  funds  to  Cede  &  Co. 

The  Bonds  maturing  on  or  before  June  1 5,  2008  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be 
designated  in  the  Finance  Committee  Award)  shall  not  be  subject  to  optional  redemption  prior  to 
maturity.  The  Bonds  maturing  on  or  after  June  1 5,  2009  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be 
designated  in  the  Finance  Committee  Award)  are  subject  to  optional  redemption  prior  to  their 
respective  stated  maturities,  at  the  option  of  the  City,  from  any  source  of  available  funds,  as  a 
whole  or  in  part  on  any  date  (with  the  maturities  to  be  redeemed  to  be  determined  by  the  City

and  by  lot  within  a  maturity)  on  or  after  June  1 5,  2008  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be  designated 
in  the  Finance  Committee  Award),  at  redemption  prices  equal  to  102%  of  the  principal  amount 
redeemed  in  the  first  year  the  Bonds  are  subject  to  optional  redemption  (with  such  redemption 
price  declining  to  100%  at  the  rate  of  1%o  annually),  together  with  accrued  interest  to  the  date  of 
redemption,  or  such  other  redemption  prices  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Finance  Committee 
Award. 

The  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  at  par,  by  lot,  in  any  year  for  which 
the  successful  bidder  therefor  has  designated  that  the  principal  amount  payable  with  respect  to 
that  year  shall  constitute  a  mandatory  sinking  fund  payment  as  permitted  by  the  Official  Notice 
of  Sale  (as  more  fully  described  in  Section  13  hereof).  Any  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  shall  be  designated  as  such  in  the  Finance  Committee  Award.  The  principal  and 

interest  on  Series  200  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  shall  be  paid  from  the  Series 

200  Bond  Account  pursuant  to  Section  9  hereof.  In  lieu  of  any  such  mandatory  redemption, 

at  any  time  prior  to  the  selection  of  the  Bonds  for  redemption,  the  City  may  apply  such  amounts 

on  deposit  in  the  Series  200  Bond  Account  (as  defined  in  Section  9  hereof)  to  make  such 

payment  to  the  purchase  of  Bonds  subject  to  such  redemption  at  public  or  private  sale,  as  and 
when  and  at  such  prices  not  in  excess  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  (including  brokerage  and 
other  charges  but  excluding  accrued  interest),  as  the  City  may  determine. 

The  date  on  which  the  Bonds  which  are  called  for  redemption  are  to  be  presented  for 

redemption  is  herein  sometimes  called  the  "redemption  date."  Notice  of  any  redemption  of 

Bonds  shall  be  mailed,  postage  prepaid,  to  the  respective  registered  owners  thereof  at  the  ■ 

addresses  appearing  on  the  bond  registration  books  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  nor  more  than  sixty 

(60)  days  prior  to  the  redemption  date.  The  notice  of  redemption  shall  (a)  state  the  redemption 

date;  (b)  state  the  redemption  price;  (c)  state  the  dates  of  maturity  of  the  Bonds  and,  if  less  than 

all  of  any  such  maturity  is  called  for  redemption,  the  distinctive  numbers  of  the  Bonds  of  such 
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maturity  to  be  redeemed,  and  in  the  case  of  Bonds  redeemed  in  part  only,  tlie  respective 
portions  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  to  be  redeemed;  (d)  state  the  CUSIP  number,  if  any,  of 
each  Bond  to  be  redeemed;  (e)  require  that  such  Bonds  be  surrendered  by  the  owners  at  the 
office  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent;  and  (f)  give  notice  that  interest  on  such  Bonds 
will  cease  to  accrue  after  the  designated  redemption  date. 

The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Bond  of  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  not  be  a 
condition  precedent  to  redemption,  and  failure  to  receive  such  notice,  or  any  defect  in  such 
notice,  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceedings  for  the  redemption  of  such  Bonds  or  the 
cessation  of  accrual  of  interest  on  the  redemption  date. 

At  least  five  (5)  days  before  the  above  notice  date,  notice  also  shall  be  given  by 
(i)  registered  or  certified  mail,  postage  prepaid,  (ii)  confirmed  facsimile  transmission  or 
(iii)  overnight  delivery  service,  to  (a)  all  organizations  registered  with  the  Securities  and 
Exchange  Commission  as  securities  depositories,  (b)  to  at  least  two  information  services  of 
national  recognition  which  disseminate  redemption  information  with  respect  to  municipal 
securities,  and  (c)  such  other  services  or  organizations  as  may  be  further  required  in 
accordance  with  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  described  in  Section  18  hereof. 

The  notice  or  notices  required  for  redemption  shall  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer,  or  any 
agent  appointed  by  the  City.  A  certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  such  other  appointed  agent  of 
the  City  that  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  to  the  owner  of  any  Bond  in  accordance  with 
this  Resolution  shall  be  conclusive  against  all  parties. 

At  the  time  the  City  Treasurer  or  Controller  determines  to  optionally  call  and  redeem  any 
of  the  Bonds,  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent  shall  establish  a  redemption  account  to  be 
described  or  known  as  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Neighborhood  Recreation  and  Park 

Facilities  Improvement  Bonds,  2000),  Series  200  Redemption  Account"  (the  "Series  200  

Redemption  Account")  and  prior  to  or  on  the  redemption  date  there  must  be  set  aside  in  said 
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Series  200  Redemption  Account  moneys  available  for  the  purpose  and  sufficient  to  redeem 

as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  the  Bonds  designated  in  said  notice  of  redemption.  Said 

moneys  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Series  200  Redemption  Account  solely  for  the  purpose  of, 

and  shall  be  applied  on  or  after  the  redemption  date  to,  payment  of  the  redemption  price  of  the 
Bonds  to  be  redeemed  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  such  Bonds.  Any  interest  due  on  or 

prior  to  the  redemption  date  may  be  paid  from  the  Series  200  Bond  Account  as  provided  in 

Section  9  hereof  or  from  the  Series  200  Redemption  Account.  Moneys  held  from  time  to  time 

in  the  Series  200  Redemption  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the  City  in 

which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested  or  pursuant  to  any  resolution 
authorizing  the  issuance  of  refunding  bonds  or  escrow  agreement  relating  thereto.  If,  afte.^  all  of 
the  Bonds  have  been  redeemed  and  canceled  or  paid  and  canceled,  there  are  moneys 

remaining  in  said  Series  200  Redemption  Account,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  to  the 

General  Fund  of  the  City;  provided,  however,  that  if  said  moneys  are  part  of  the  proceeds  of 
refunding  bonds,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  pursuant  to  the  resolution  authorizing  such 
refunding  bonds. 

When  notice  of  optional  redemption  has  been  given,  substantially  as  provided  herein, 
and  when  the  amount  necessary  for  the  redemption  of  the  Bonds  called  for  redemption 

(principal  and  premium,  if  any)  is  set  aside  for  that  purpose  in  said  Series  200  Redemption 

Account,  as  provided  herein,  the  Bonds  designated  for  redemption  shall  become  due  and 
payable  on  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  thereof,  and  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  said 
Bonds  at  the  place  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption,  such  Bonds  shall  be  redeemed  and 

paid  at  said  redemption  price  out  of  said  Series  200  Redemption  Account.  No  interest  vyill 

accrue  on  such  Bonds  called  for  redemption  after  the  redemption  date  and  the  registered 

owners  of  such  Bonds  shall  look  for  payment  of  such  Bonds  only  to  said  Series  200  

Redemption  Account.  All  Bonds  redeemed  shall  be  canceled  forthwith  by  the  City  Treasurer 
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and  shall  not  be  reissued. 

The  City  may  rescind  any  optional  redemption  and  notice  thereof  for  any  reason  on  any 
date  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  by  causing  written  notice  of  the  rescission  to  be  given 
to  the  owners  of  all  Bonds  so  called  for  redemption.  Any  optional  redemption  and  notice  thereof 
shall  be  rescinded  if  for  any  reason  on  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  funds  are  not  available  in 

the  Series  200  Redemption  Account  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  in  full  on  said  date  the 

principal  of,  interest,  and  any  premium  due  on  the  Bonds  called  for  redemption.  Notice  of 
rescission  of  redemption  shall  be  given  in  the  same  manner  notice  of  redemption  was  originally 
given.  The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Bond  of  notice  of  such  rescission  shall  not  be  a 
condition  precedent  to  rescission,  and  failure  to  receive  such  notice  or  any  defect  in  such  notice 
shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  rescission. 

Section  9.  Series  200     Bond  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City 
Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Neighborhood  Recreation 
and  Park  Facilities  Improvement  Bonds,  2000)  Bond  Account  (the  "Bond  Account")  created 
pursuant  to  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds 

(Neighborhood  Recreation  and  Park  Facilities  Improvement  Bonds,  2000),  Series  200  

Bond  Account  (the  "Series  200  Bond  Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all 

other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  200  

Bond  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  200  Bond  Account. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  payment  of  principal  or  interest  on  the  Bonds  is 
due,  including  any  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on  said  date,  the  City  Treasurer 

shall  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series  200  Bond  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the 

Bond  Account  pursuant  to  Section  9  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when 

added  to  any  available  moneys  contained  in  the  Series  200  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient  to 

pay  principal  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  on  such  date. 
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On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  at  the  option  of  the 
City  pursuant  to  this  Resolution,  the  City  Treasurer  may  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series 

200  Redemption  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account  pursuant  to  Section  9  of 

the  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available  moneys  contained 

in  the  Series  200  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal  and  interest  and  any  premium 

on  the  Bonds  on  such  date.  The  City  Treasurer  may  make  such  other  provision  for  the 
payment  of  principal  and  interest  and  any  redemption  premium  on  the  Bonds  as  is  necessary 
or  convenient  to  permit  the  optional  redemption  of  the  Bonds. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  200  Bond  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 

City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may 

commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  200  Bond  Account  with  other  City  moneys 

or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  200  Bond  Account  into  a  separate  fund  or  funds 

for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series 

200  Bond  Account  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any  such 

commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

Section  10.  Series  200     Proiect  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City 
Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Neighborhood  Recreation 
and  Park  Facilities  improvement  Bonds,  2000)  Project  Account  (the  "Project  Account") 
created  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation 
Bonds  (Neighborhood  Recreation  and  Park  Facilities  Improvement  Bonds,  2000),  Series 

200  Project  Account  (the  "Series  200  Project  Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart 

from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  AH  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series 

200  Project  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  200  Project  Account.  Amounts  in  the 

Series  200  Project  Account  shall  be  expended  for  the  acquisition,  construction  and 

reconstruction  of  the  Project  in  accordaQce^^tl^th§^f>f9yisiDns  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution. 
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Amounts  in  the  Series  200  Project  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of 

the  City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer 

may  commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  200  Project  Account  v^ith  other  City 

moneys  or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  200  Project  Account  into  a  separate 

fund  or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in 

the  Series  200  Project  Account  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for  separately 

notwithstanding  any  such  commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds 
of  the  Bonds,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  costs  of  issuance  associated  with  the  Bonds.  Costs  of 
issuance  of  the  Bonds  shall  include,  without  limitation,  bond  and  financial  printing  expenses, 
mailing  and  publication  expenses,  rating  agency  fees,  the  fees  and  expenses  of  paying 
agents,  registrars,  financial  consultants  and  bond  counsel  and  the  reimbursement  of 
departmental  expenses  in  connection  with  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  11.  Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City  Treasurer  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may  deem 
desirable  and  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Section  8  hereof  relating  to  payments  and  redemption 
notices  to  owners  of  the  Bonds  may  be  modified  to  comply  with  the  policies  and  procedures  of 
such  depository.  Neither  the  City  nor  the  City  Treasurer  will  have  any  responsibility  or 
obligation  to  any  purchaser  of  a  beneficial  ownership  interest  in  any  Bonds  or  to  any 
participants  in  such  a  depository  with  respect  to  (i)  the  accuracy  of  any  records  maintained  by 
such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein;  (ii)  any  notice  that  is  permitted  or  required 
to  be  given  to  the  owners  of  the  Bonds  under  this  Resolution;  (iii)  the  selection  by  such 
securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein  of  any  person  to  receive  payment  in  the  event  of 
a  partial  redemption  of  the  Bonds;  (iv)  the  payment  by  such  securities  depository  or  any 
participant  therein  of  any  amount  with  respect  to  the  principal  or  redemption  premium,  if  any,  or 
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interest  due  with  respect  to  the  Bonds;  (v)  any  consent  given  or  other  action  taken  by  such 
securities  depository  as  the  owner  of  the  Bonds;  or  (vi)  any  other  matter. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  agents 
as  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable  law  and 
under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying  agent,  fiscal 
agent,  or  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Bonds  or  may  assist  the  City  Treasurer  in  performing 
any  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such  other  duties  as  the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine.

Section  12.  Defeasance  Provisions.  Payment  of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  Bonds  may  be 
provided  for  prior  to  maturity  by  irrevocably  depositing  with  the  City  Treasurer  (or  any 
commercial  bank  or  trust  company  designated  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  act  as  escrow  agent  with 
respect  thereto): 

(a)  An  amount  of  cash  equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  all  of  such  Bonds  or  a 
portion  thereof,  and  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  maturity,  except  that  in  the  case  of 
Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  maturity  and  in  respect  of  which  notice  of  such 
redemption  shall  have  been  given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an  irrevocable 
election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City,  the  amount  to  be 
deposited  shall  be  the  principal  amount  thereof,  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  the 
redemption  date,  and  any  premium  due  on  such  redemption  date;  or 

(b)  Defeasance  Securities  (as  herein  defined)  not  subject  to  call,  except  as 
provided  below  in  the  definition  thereof,  maturing  and  paying  interest  at  such  times  and 
in  such  amounts,  together  with  cash,  if  required,  as  will,  without  reinvestment,  as  certified 
by  an  independent  certified  public  accountant,  be  fully  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  and 

all  unpaid  interest  to  maturity,  or  to  the  redemption  date,-as  the  case  may  be,  and  any 
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premium  due  on  the  Bonds  to  be  paid  or  redeemed,  as  such  principal  and  interest  come 
due;  provided,  that,  in  the  case  of  the  Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  maturity, 
notice  of  such  redemption  shall  be  given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an 
irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City; 
then,  all  obligations  of  the  City  with  respect  to  said  outstanding  Bonds  shall  cease  and 
terminate,  except  only  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  funds 
deposited  pursuant  to  paragraphs  (a)  or  (b)  of  this  Section  12.  to  the  owners  of  said  Bonds  all 
sums  due  with  respect  thereto;  provided,  that  the  City  shall  have  received  an  opinion  of 
nationally  recognized  bond  counsel,  that  provision  for  the  payment  of  said  Bonds  has  been 
made  in  accordance  with  this  Section  12.

United  States  Obligations;  (c)  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  United  States 
Obligations  (plus  any  cash  in  the  escrow  fund)  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the 
municipal  obligations;  (d)  the  United  States  Obligations  serving  as  security  for  the 
municipal  obligations  are  held  by  an  escrow  agent  or  trustee;  (e)  the  United  States 
Obligations  are  not  available  to  satisfy  any  other  claims,  including  those  against  the 
trustee  or  escrow  agent;  and  (f)  the  municipal  obligations  are  rated  "AAA"  by  S&P  and

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12.  "United  States  Obligations"  shall  mean  direct  and 
general  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  obligations  that  are  unconditionally 
guaranteed  as  to  principal  and  interest  by  the  United  States  of  America,  including  without 
limitation,  the  interest  component  of  Resolution  Funding  Corporation  (REFCORP)  bonds  vyhich 
have  been  stripped  by  request  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York  in  book-entry  form.

The  form  of  proposed  Official  Statement  describing  the 
Bonds  (the  "Official  Statement")  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  hereby  approved  and 
adopted  as  the  Official  Statement  describing  the  Bonds,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and 
revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with 
Section  19  hereof.  The  Controller  of  the  City  (the  "Controller")  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  the 
distribution  of  a  Preliminary  Official  Statement  deemed  final  for  purposes  of  Rule  15c2-12  of  the 
Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended,  and  to  sign  a  certi-Hcate  to  that  effect.  The 
Controller  is  further  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  sign  the  final  Official  Statement.  The 
Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  printed  and  mailed 
to  prospective  bidders  for  the  Bonds  copies  of  the  Official  Statement  in  substantially  the  form  of 
the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  approved  and  adopted  hereby,  as  supplemented,  corrected 
or  revised.

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WHEREAS,  The  Bonds  are  being  issued  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing  Resolution  and 
Title  5,  Division  2,  Part  1,  Chapter  3,  Article  4.5  of  the  California  Government  Code  (the  "Act"), 
the  Charter  of  the  City  and  a  duly  held  election;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  expects  to  pay  certain 
expenditures  in  connection  with  the  projects  to  be  financed  by  the  Bonds  prior  to  the  issuance 
and  sale  of  the  Bonds,  and  the  City  intends  to  reimburse  itself  and  to  pay  third  parties  for  sucl 
prior  expenditures  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Treasury  Regulations  promulgated  under  the  Interna 
Revenue  Code  of  1986  (the  'Treasury  Regulations")  requires  the  City  to  declare  its  reasonable 
official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures  v^ith  the  proceeds  of  a  subsequent  borrowing;  and,| 

WHEREAS,  The  Treasury  Regulations  require  that  any  reimbursement  allocation  of 
proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  be  made  with  respect  to  expenditures  incurred  prior  to  the  issuance  of 
the  Bonds  will  occur  not  later  than  eighteen  (1 8)  months  after  the  later  of  (i)  the  date  on  which 
the  expenditure  is  paid  or  (ii)  the  date  on  which  the  facilities  are  placed  in  service,  but  in  no 
event  later  than  three  (3)  years  after  the  expenditure  is  paid;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  adoption  of  this  Resolution  shall  constitute  authorization  of  the  Bonds 
within  the  meaning  of  Section  864  of  the  California  Code  of  Civil  Procedure;

All  conditions,  things  and  acts  required  by  law  to  exist, 
to  happen  and  to  be  performed  precedent  to  and  in  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  exist,  have 
happened  and  have  been  performed  in  due  time,  form  and  manner  in  accordance  with 
applicable  law,  and  the  City  is  now  authorized  pursuant  to  its  Charter  and  applicable  law  to 
incur  indebtedness  in  the  manner  and  form  provided  in  this  Resolution. 
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Section  3.  Documents.  The  documents  presented  to  this  Board  of  Supervisors  and  on 
file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  are  contained  in  File  No.  QQ^^u  

Section  4.  Issuance  and  Sale  of  Bonds.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes 
the  issuance  and  sale  of  not  to  exceed  $17,060,000  aggregate  principal  amount  of  bonds  to  be 
designated  as  "City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Golden  Gate  Park 

Improvements,  1992),  Series  200  "  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  Authorizing  Resolution. 

The  Director  of  Public  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Director  of  Public  Finance")  is  hereby  authorized 
to  determine  the  sale  date,  the  maturity  dates  and  the  redemption  dates  of  the  Bonds,  subject 
to  the  following  terms  and  conditions:  (i)  the  Bonds  shall  not  have  a  true  interest  cost  in  excess 
of  12%  (as  such  term  is  defined  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale);  (ii)  the  Bonds  shall  not  have  a 
final  maturity  date  after  June  15,  2026;  and  (iii)  any  original  issue  discount  on  the  purchase  of 
the  Bonds  shall  not  exceed  2%  of  the  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds.  The  Director  of  Public 
-Finance  is  further  authorized  to  give  the  Bonds  such  additional  or  other  series  designation  as 
may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  distinguish  such  series  from  every  other  series  and  from 
other  bonds  issued  by  the  City. 

Section  5.  Execution.  Authentication  and  Registration  of  the  Bonds.  The  Bonds  shall  be 
in  fully  registered  form  without  coupons  in  denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple 
thereof.  The  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  directed  to  cause  the  Bonds  to  be  prepared  in 
sufficient  quantity  for  delivery  to  the  purchaser  thereof  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supen/isors 
is  hereby  directed  to  cause  the  blanks  therein  to  be  completed  in  accordance  with  the 
Authorizing  Resolution,  to  cause  the  seal  of  the  City  to  be  reproduced  or  impressed  thereon,  to 
procure  their  execution  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  City,  and  to  deliver  the  Bonds  when  so 
executed  to  said  purchaser  in  exchange  for  the  purchase  price  thereof.

whole  or  in  part  on  any  date  (with  the  maturities  to  be  redeemed  to  be  determined  by  the  City 
and  by  lot  within  a  maturity)  on  or  after  June  15,  2008  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be  designated 
in  the  Finance  Committee  Award),  at  redemption  prices  equal  to  1 02%  of  the  principal  amount  , 
redeemed  in  the  first  year  the  Bonds  are  subject  to  optional  redemption  (with  such  redemption 
price  declining  to  100%  at  the  rate  of  1%  annually),  together  with  accrued  interest  to  the  date  of 
redemption,  or  such  other  redemption  prices  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Finance  Committee 
Award.

The  notice  of  redemption  shall  (a)  state  the  redemption 
date;  (b)  state  the  redemption  price;  (c)  state  the  dates  of  maturity  of  the  Bonds  and,  if  less  than 
all  of  any  such  maturity  is  called  for  redemption,  the  distinctive  numbers  of  the  Bonds  of  such 
maturity  to  be  redeemed,  and  in  the  case  of  Bonds  redeemed  in  part  only,  the  respective 
portions  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  to  be  redeemed;  (d)  state  the  CUSIP  number,  if  any,  of 
each  Bond  to  be  redeemed;  (e)  require  that  such  Bonds  be  surrendered  by  the  owners  at  the 
office  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent;  and  (f)  give  notice  that  interest  on  such  Bonds 
will  cease  to  accrue  after  the  designated  redemption  date. 

The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Bond  of  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  not  be  a 
condition  precedent  to  redemption,  and  failure  to  receive  such  notice,  or  any  defect  in  such 
notice,  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceedings  for  the  redemption  of  such  Bonds  or  the 
cessation  of  accrual  of  interest  on  the  redemption  date. 

At  least  five  (5)  days  before  the  above  notice  date,  notice  also  shall  be  given  by 
(i)  registered  or  certified  mail,  postage  prepaid,  (ii)  confirmed  facsimile  transmission  or 
(iii)  overnight  delivery  service,  to  (a)  all  organizations  registered  with  the  Securities  and 
Exchange  Commission  as  securities  depositories,  (b)  to  at  least  two  information  services  of 
national  recognition  which  disseminate  redemption  information  with  respect  to  municipal 
securities,  and  (c)  such  other  services  or  organizations  as  may  be  further  required  in 
accordance  with  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  described  in  Section  18  hereof. 

The  notice  or  notices  required  for  redemption  shall  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer,  or  any 
agent  appointed  by  the  City.  A  certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  such  other  appointed  agent  of 
the  City  that  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  to  the  owner  of  any  Bond  in  accordance  with 
this  Resolution  shall  be  conclusive  against  all  parties. 

At  the  time  the  City  Treasurer  or  Controller  determines  to  optionally  call  and  redeem  any 
of  the  Bonds,  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent  shall  establish  a  redemption  account  to  be 
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described  or  known  as  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Golden  Gate  Park  Improvennents,  1992), 

Series  200  Redemption  Account"  (the  "Series  200  Redemption  Account")  and  prior  to  or 

on  the  redemption  date  there  must  be  set  aside  in  said  Series  200  Redemption  Account 

moneys  available  for  the  purpose  and  sufficient  to  redeem  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  the 
Bonds  designated  in  said  notice  of  redemption.  Said  moneys  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Series 

200  Redemption  Account  solely  for  the  purpose  of,  and  shall  be  applied  on  or  after  the 

redemption  date  to,  payment  of  the  redemption  price  of  the  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  upon 
presentation  and  surrender  of  such  Bonds.  Any  interest  due  on  or  prior  to  the  redemption  date 

may  be  paid  from  the  Series  200  Bond  Account  as  provided  in  Section  9  hereof  or  from  the 

Series  200  Redemption  Account.  Moneys  held  from  time  to  time  in  the  Series  200  

Redemption  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the  City  in  which  moneys  in  the 
General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested  or  pursuant  to  any  resolution  authorizing  the  issuance  of 
refunding  bonds  or  escrow  agreement  relating  thereto.  If,  after  all  of  the  Bonds  have  been 
redeemed  and  canceled  or  paid  and  canceled,  there  are  moneys  remaining  in  said  Series 

200  Redemption  Account,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  City: 

provided,  however,  that  if  said  moneys  are  part  of  the  proceeds  of  refunding  bonds,  said 
moneys  shall  be  transferred  pursuant  to  the  resolution  authorizing  such  refunding  bonds. 

When  notice  of  optional  redemption  has  been  given,  substantially  as  provided  herein, 
and  when  the  amount  necessary  for  the  redemption  of  the  Bonds  called  for  redemption 

(principal  and  premium,  if  any)  is  set  aside  for  that  purpose  in  said  Series  200  Redemption 

Account,  as  provided  herein,  the  Bonds  designated  for  redemption  shall  become  due  and 
payable  on  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  thereof,  and  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  said 
Bonds  at  the  place  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption,  such  Bonds  shall  be  redeemed  and 

paid  at  said  redemption  price  out  of  said  Series  200  Redemption  Account.  No  interest  will 

accrue  on  such  Bonds  called  for  redemption  after  the  redemption  date  and  the  registered 
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owners  of  such  Bonds  shall  look  for  payment  of  such  Bonds  only  to  said  Series  200  

Redemption  Account.  All  Bonds  redeemed  shall  be  canceled  forthwith  by  the  City  Treasurer 
and  shall  not  be  reissued. 

The  City  may  rescind  any  optional  redemption  and  notice  thereof  for  any  reason  on  any 
date  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  by  causing  written  notice  of  the  rescission  to  be  given 
to  the  owners  of  all  Bonds  so  called  for  redemption.  Any  optional  redemption  and  notice  thereof 
shall  be  rescinded  if  for  any  reason  on  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  funds  are  not  available  in 

the  Series  200  Redemption  Account  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  in  full  on  said  date  the 

principal  of,  interest,  and  any  premium  due  on  the  Bonds  called  for  redemption.  Notice  of 
rescission  of  redemption  shall  be  given  in  the  same  manner  notice  of  redemption  was  originally 
given.  The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Bond  of  notice  of  such  rescission  shall  not  be  a 
condition  precedent  to  rescission,  and  failure  to  receive  such  notice  or  any  defect  in  such  notice 
shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  rescission. 

Section  9.  Series  200     Bond  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City 
Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Golden  Gate  Park 
Improvements,  1992)  Bond  Account  (the  "Bond  Account")  created  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing 
Resolution,  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Golden  Gate  Park 

Improvements,  1992),  Series  200  Bond  Account  (the  "Series  200  Bond  Account"),  to  be 

held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts 

on  deposit  in  the  Series  200  Bond  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  200  Bond 

Account. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  payment  of  principal  or  interest  on  the  Bonds  is 
due,  including  any  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on  said  date,  the  City  Treasurer 

shall  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series  200  Bond  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the 

Bond  Account  pursuant  to  Section  9  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when 
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added  to  any  available  moneys  contained  in  the  Series  200  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient  to 

pay  principal  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  on  such  date.  , 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  at  the  option  of  the  \ 
City  pursuant  to  this  Resolution,  the  City  Treasurer  may  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series  | 

200  Redemption  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account  pursuant  to  Section  9  of 

the  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available  moneys  contained! 

in  the  Series  200  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal  and  interest  and  any  premium  | 

on  the  Bonds  on  such  date.  The  City  Treasurer  may  make  such  other  provision  for  the 
payment  of  principal  and  interest  and  any  redemption  premium  on  the  Bonds  as  is  necessary 
or  convenient  to  permit  the  optional  redemption  of  the  Bonds. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  200  Bond  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 

City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may 

commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  200  Bond  Account  with  other  City  moneys 

or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  200  Bond  Account  into  a  separate  fund  or  funds 

for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series 

200  Bond  Account  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any  such 

commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

Section  10.  Series  200     Proiect  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City 
Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Golden  Gate  Park 
Improvements,  1992)  Project  Account  (the  "Project  Account")  created  pursuant  to  the 
Authorizing  Resolution,  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Golden  Gate  Park 

Improvements,  1992),  Series  200  Project  Account  (the  "Series  200  Project  Account"),  to 

be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on 

amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  200  Project  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  200_ 

Project  Account.  Amounts  in  the  Series  200  Project  Account  shall  be  expended  for  the 
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acquisition,  construction  and  reconstruction  of  the  Project  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  o\ 
the  Authorizing  Resolution. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  200  Project  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of 

the  City  in  v^hich  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer 

may  commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  200  Project  Account  with  other  City 

moneys  or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  200  Project  Account  into  a  separate 

fund  or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in 

the  Series  200  Project  Account  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for  separately 

notwithstanding  any  such  commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds 
of  the  Bonds,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  costs  of  issuance  associated  with  the  Bonds.  Costs  of 
issuance  of  the  Bonds  shall  include,  without  limitation,  bond  and  financial  printing  expenses, 
mailing  and  publication  expenses,  rating  agency  fees,  the  fees  and  expenses  of  paying 
agents,  registrars,  financial  consultants  and  bond  counsel  and  the  reimbursement  of 
departmental  expenses  in  connection  with  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  11.  Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City  Treasurer  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may  deem 
desirable  and  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Section  8  hereof  relating  to  payments  and  redemption 
notices  to  owners  of  the  Bonds  may  be  modified  to  comply  with  the  policies  and  procedures  of 
such  depository.  Neither  the  City  nor  the  City  Treasurer  will  have  any  responsibility  or 
obligation  to  any  purchaser  of  a  beneficial  ownership  interest  in  any  Bonds  or  to  any 
participants  in  such  a  depository  with  respect  to  (i)  the  accuracy  of  any  records  maintained  by 
such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein;  (ii)  any  notice  that  is  permitted  or  required 
to  be  given  to  the  owners  of  the  Bonds  under  this  Resolution;  (iii)  the  selection  by  such 
securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein  of  any  person  to  receive  payment  in  the  event  of 
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1  a  partial  redemption  of  the  Bonds;  (iv)  the  payment  by  such  securities  depository  or  any 

2  participant  therein  of  any  amount  with  respect  to  the  principal  or  redemption  premium,  if  any,  or 

3  interest  due  with  respect  to  the  Bonds;  (v)  any  consent  given  or  other  action  taken  by  such 

4  securities  depository  as  the  owner  of  the  Bonds;  or  (vi)  any  other  matter. 

5  The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  agents 

6  as  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable  law  and 

7  under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying  agent,  fiscal 

8  agent,  or  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Bonds  or  may  assist  the  City  Treasurer  in  performing 

9  any  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such  other  duties  as  the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  Such 

10  agents  shall  serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  The 

1 1  City  Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents  appointed  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  at  any  time. 

12  Section  12.  Defeasance  Provisions.  Payment  of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  Bonds  may  be 

13  provided  for  prior  to  maturity  by  irrevocably  depositing  with  the  City  Treasurer  (or  any 

14  commercial  bank  or  trust  company  designated  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  act  as  escrov;  agent  with 

15  respect  thereto): 

1 6  (a)     An  amount  of  cash  equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  all  of  such  Bonds  or  a 

17  portion  thereof,  and  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  maturity,  except  that  in  the  case  of  Bonds 

18  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  maturity  and  in  respect  of  which  notice  of  such  redemption 

19  shall  have  been  given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such 

20  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City,  the  amount  to  be  deposited  shall  be  the  principal 

21  amount  thereof,  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  the  redemption  date,  and  any  premium  due  on 

22  such  redemption  date;  or 

23  (b)      Defeasance  Securities  (as  herein  defined)  not  subject  to  call,  except  as 

24  provided  below  in  the  definition  thereof,  maturing  and  paying  interest  at  such  times  and  in  such 

25  amounts,  together  with  cash,  if  required,  as  will,  without  reinvestment,  as  certified  by  an 
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independent  certified  public  accountant,  be  fully  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  and  all  unpaid 
interest  to  maturity,  or  to  the  redemption  date,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  any  premium  due  on 
the  Bonds  to  be  paid  or  redeemed,  as  such  principal  and  interest  come  due;  provided,  that,  in 
the  case  of  the  Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  maturity,  notice  of  such  redemption 
shall  be  given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice 
shall  have  been  made  by  the  City; 

then,  all  obligations  of  the  City  with  respect  to  said  outstanding  Bonds  shall  cease  and 
terminate,  except  only  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  funds 
deposited  pursuant  to  paragraphs  (a)  or  (b)  of  this  Section  12,  to  the  owners  of  said  Bonds  all 
sums  due  with  respect  thereto;  provided,  that  the  City  shall  have  received  an  opinion  of 
nationally  recognized  bond  counsel,  that  provision  for  the  payment  of  said  Bonds  has  been 
made  in  accordance  with  this  Section  12. 

For  purpose  of  this  Section  12.  "Defeasance  Securities"  shall  mean  any  of  the  following 
which  at  the  time  are  legal  investments  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  for  the  moneys 
proposed  to  be  invested  therein: 

(1)      United  States  Obligations  (as  herein  defined);  and 
(2)      Pre-refunded  fixed  interest  rate  municipal  obligations  meeting  the  following 
conditions:  (a)  the  municipal  obligations  are  not  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  maturity,  or  the 
trustee  has  been  given  irrevocable  instructions  concerning  their  calling  and  redemption  and  the 
issuer  has  covenanted  not  to  redeem  such  obligations  other  than  as  set  forth  in  such 
instructions;  (b)  the  municipal  obligations  are  secured  by  cash  and/or  United  States  Obligations; 
(c)  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  United  States  Obligations  (plus  any  cash  in  the  escrow 
fund)  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the  municipal  obligations;  (d)  the  United  States 
Obligations  serving  as  security  for  the  municipal  obligations  are  held  by  an  escrow  agent  or 
trustee;  (e)  the  United  States  Obligations  are  not  available  to  satisfy  any  other  claims,  including 
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those  against  the  trustee  or  escrow  agent;  and  (f)  the  municipal  obligations  are  rated  "AAA"  by 
S&P  and  "Aaa"  by  Moody's. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "United  States  Obligations"  shall  mean  direct  and 
general  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  obligations  that  are  unconditionally 
guaranteed  as  to  principal  and  interest  by  the  United  States  of  America,  including  without 
limitation,  the  interest  component  of  Resolution  Funding  Corporation  (REFCORP)  bonds  which 
have  been  stripped  by  request  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York  in  book-entry  form. 

Section  13.  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting 
bids  for  the  Bonds  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting  bids 
for  the  Bonds  with  such  changes,  additions  and  completions  as  may  be  made  in  accordance 
with  Section  19  hereof. 

The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  determine  a  date  for 
the  sale  of  the  Bonds,  and  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  hereby 
authorized  to  award  the  Bonds  to  the  bidder  whose  bid  represents  the  lowest  true  interest  cost 
to  the  City,  all  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  described  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale. 
Sealed  proposals  shall  be  received  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  sale  date 
designated  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  mailed  to  prospective  bidders  for  the  Bonds  copies  of 
said  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as  may  be 
acceptable  to  the  Director  of  Public  Finance. 

Section  14.  Publication  of  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds.  The  form  of  proposed 
Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Notice  of  Intention  to 
Sell  Bonds,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
cause  said  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions 
as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  SectigQ^jhj^^^tp^^^blished  once  at  least  fifteen 
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(15)  days  before  the  date  of  sale  in  The  Bond  Buyer,  or  another  financial  publication  generally 
circulated  throughout  the  State  of  California. 

Section  15.  Solicitation  of  Competitive  Bids.  This  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby 
authorizes  the  solicitation  of  competitive  bids  for  the  purchase  of  the  Bonds  on  the  date  and  at 
the  place  determined  in  accordance  with  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  herein  referenced. 

Section  16.  Official  Statement.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Statement  describing  the 
Bonds  (the  "Official  Statement")  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  hereby  approved  and 
adopted  as  the  Official  Statement  describing  the  Bonds,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and 
revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with 
Section  19  hereof.  The  Controller  of  the  City  (the  "Controller")  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  the 
distribution  of  a  Preliminary  Official  Statement  deemed  final  for  purposes  of  Rule  15c2-12  of  the 
Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended,  and  to  sign  a  certificate  to  that  effect.  The 
Controller  is  further  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  sign  the  final  Official  Statement.  The 
Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  printed  and  mailed 
to  prospective  bidders  for  the  Bonds  copies  of  the  Official  Statement  in  substantially  the  form  of 
the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  approved  and  adopted  hereby,  as  supplemented,  corrected 
or  revised. 

Section  17.  Tax  Covenants,  (a)    General.  The  City  hereby  covenants  with  the 
holders  of  the  Bonds  that,  notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Resolution,  it  shall  not 
take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any  action,  if  any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would 
adversely  affect  the  exclusion  from  gross  income  of  interest  on  the  Bonds  under  Section  103 
of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  (the  "Code"),  and  the  regulations  issued  thereunder,  as 
the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time,  and  any  successor  provisions  of  law. 
Reference  to  a  particular  section  of  the  Code  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  reference  to  any 
successor  to  any  such  section.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the  use 
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of  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  property  financed  or  refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds,  or  any  portion  thereof,  by  any  person  other  than  a  governmental  unit  (as  such  term  is  [ 
used  in  Section  141  of  the  Code),  in  such  manner  or  to  such  extent  as  would  result  in  the  less 
of  exclusion  from  gross  income  for  federal  income  tax  purposes  of  interest  on  the  Bonds. 

(b)  Use  of  Proceeds.  The  City  shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any  action,  if  any 
such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would  cause  the  Bonds  to  be  "private  activity  bonds" 
within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code,  and  in  furtherance  thereof,  shall  not  make  any; 
use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  property  financed  or  refinanced  with  proceeds 
of  the  Bonds,  or  any  portion  thereof,  or  any  other  funds  of  the  City,  that  would  cause  the 
Bonds  to  be  "private  activity  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code.  To  that 
end,  so  long  as  any  Bonds  are  outstanding,  the  City,  with  respect  to  such  proceeds  and 
property  and  such  other  funds,  will  comply  with  applicable  requirements  of  the  Code  and  all 
regulations  of  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  and  under 
Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended  (the  "1954  Code"),  to  the 
extent  such  requirements  are,  at  the  time,  applicable  and  in  effect.  The  City  shall  establish 
reasonable  procedures  necessary  to  ensure  continued  compliance  with  Section  141  of  the 
Code  (or,  if  applicable,  the  1954  Code)  and  the  continued  qualification  of  the  Bonds  as 
"governmental  bonds." 

(c)  Arbitrage.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the  use  of  any 
proceeds  of  any  Bonds,  or  of  any  property  financed  or  refinanced  thereby,  or  other  funds  of 
the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  action,  that  would  cause  the  Bonds  to  be  "arbitrage 
bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  148  of  the  Code.  To  that  end,  the  City  shall  comply 
with  all  requirements  of  Section  148  of  the  Code  and  all  regulations  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  to  the  extent  such  requirements  are,  at  the 
time,  in  effect  and  applicable  to  the  Bonds. 
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(d)  Federal  Guarantee.  The  City  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  or 
any  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  other  action,  that  would  cause  the 
Bonds  to  be  "federally  guaranteed"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  149(b)  of  the  Code. 

(e)  Compliance  with  Tax  Certificate.  In  furtherance  of  the  foregoing  tax  covenants  of  this 
Section  17,  the  City  covenants  that  it  will  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Tax  Certificate  to 
be  executed  by  the  City,  dated  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  as  it  may  be  amended  from 
time  to  time  (herein  called  the  "Tax  Certificate").

Certificate  issued  by  the  City  to  permit  the  original  purchasers  of  the  Bonds  to  comply  with 
Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  Rule  15c2-12  promulgated  under  the  Securities 
Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended,  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  hereby  approved 
and  adopted  as  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and 
revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with 
Section  19  hereof.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  enter  into  the  Continuing 
Disclosure  Certificate  on  behalf  of  the  City. 

Section  19.  Modification  to  Documents.  Any  City  official  authorized  by  this  Resolution  to 
execute  any  document  is  hereby  further  authorized,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  to 
approve  and  make  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  to  the  document  or 
documents  such  official  is  authorized  to  execute  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  (provided 
that  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  shall  not  authorize  an  aggregate 

principal  amount  of  Series  200  Bonds  in  excess  of  $17,060,000  or  conflict  with  the 

provisions  of  Section  4  hereof).  The  approval  of  any  change,  addition,  amendment  or 
modification  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced  conclusively  by  the 
execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 
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Section  20.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  officials,  ennployees  and  agents 
of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Bonds  are  hereby  approved,  confirmed 
and  ratified. 

Section  21.  Relationship  to  Authorizing  Resolutions.  In  the  event  of  any  conflict 
between  this  Resolution  and  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  the  terms  of  this  Resolution  shall 
control.

The  Director  of  Public  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Director  of  Public 
Finance")  is  hereby  authorized  to  determine  the  sale  date,  the  maturity  dates  and  the 
redemption  dates  of  the  Bonds,  subject  to  the  following  terms  and  conditions:  (i)  the  Bonds  shall 
not  have  a  true  interest  cost  in  excess  of  12%  (as  such  term  is  defined  in  the  Official  Notice  of 
Sale);  (ii)  the  Bonds  shall  not  have  a  final  maturity  date  after  June  15,  2026;  and  (iii)  any  original 
issue  discount  on  the  purchase  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  exceed  2%  of  the  principal  amount  of  the 
Bonds.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  further  authorized  to  give  the  Bonds  such  additional  or 
other  series  designation  as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  distinguish  such  series  from 
every  other  series  and  from  other  bonds  issued  by  the  City. 

Section  5.  Execution.  Authentication  and  Registration  of  the  Bonds.  The  Bonds  shall  be 
in  fully  registered  form  without  coupons  in  denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple 
thereof.  The  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  directed  to  cause  the  Bonds  to  be  prepared  in 
sufficient  quantity  for  delivery  to  the  purchaser  thereof  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
is  hereby  directed  to  cause  the  blanks  therein  to  be  completed  in  accordance  with  the 
Authorizing  Resolution,  to  cause  the  seal  of  the  City  to  be  reproduced  or  impressed  thereon,  to 
procure  their  execution  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  City,  and  to  deliver  the  Bonds  when  so 
executed  to  said  purchaser  in  exchange  for  the  purchase  price  thereof. 

The  Bonds  and  the  certificate  of  authentication  and  registration  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
City  (the  "City  Treasurer")  and  the  form  of  assignment  to  appear  thereon  shall  be  substantially  in 
the  form  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A  (a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  fgrt^g^tj^^splutg^^f  fully  set  forth 
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herein)  with  necessary  or  appropriate  variations,  omissions  and  insertions  as  permitted  or 
required  by  this  Resolution. 

Only  such  of  the  Bonds  as  shall  bear  thereon  a  certificate  of  authentication  and 
registration  in  the  form  herein  recited,  executed  by  the  City  Treasurer,  shall  be  valid  or 
obligatory  for  any  purpose  or  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  Resolution,  and  such  certificate  of 
the  City  Treasurer,  executed  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  the  Bonds  so 
authenticated  have  been  duly  authenticated  and  delivered  hereunder  and  are  entitled  to  the 
benefits  of  this  Resolution. 

The  City  Treasurer  shall  assign  a  distinctive  letter,  or  number,  or  letter  and  number  to 
each  Bond  authenticated  and  registered  by  him  or  her  and  shall  maintain  a  record  thereof  which 
shall  be  available  for  inspection. 

Section  6.  Registration  Books.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  at  the 
office  of  the  City  Treasurer,  sufficient  books  for  the  registration  and  transfer  of  the  Bonds,  which 
shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection,  and  upon  presentation  for  such  purpose,  the  City 
Treasurer  shall,  under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  he  or  she  may  prescribe,  register  or 
transfer  or  cause  to  be  registered  or  transferred,  on  said  books,  Bonds  as  herein  provided. 

Section  7.  Transfer  or  Exchange  of  Bonds.  Any  Bond  may,  in  accordance  with  its  terms, 
be  transferred  upon  the  books  required  to  be  kept  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  6 
hereof,  by  the  person  in  whose  name  it  is  registered,  in  person  or  by  the  duly  authorized 
attorney  of  such  person  in  writing,  upon  surrender  of  such  Bond  for  cancellation,  accompanied 
by  delivery  of  a  duly  executed  written  instrument  of  transfer  in  a  form  approved  by  the  City 
Treasurer. 

Any  Bonds  may  be  exchanged  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  for  a  like  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  other  authorized  denominations  of  the  same  interest  rate  and  maturity. 

Whenever  any  Bond  shall  be  surrendered  for  transfer  or  exchange,  the  designated  City 
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officials  shall  execute  (as  provided  in  Section  5  hereof)  and  the  City  Treasurer  shall  authenticates 
and  deliver  a  new  Bond  or  Bonds  of  the  same  interest  rate  and  maturity  in  a  like  aggregate 
principal  amount.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  require  the  payment  by  any  bond  ovvner  requesting 
any  such  transfer  of  any  tax  or  other  governmental  charge  required  to  be  paid  with  respect  to 
such  transfer  or  exchange. 

No  transfer  or  exchange  of  Bonds  shall  be  required  to  be  made  by  the  City  Treasurer 
during  the  period  from  the  Record  Date  (as  defined  herein)  next  preceding  each  interest 
payment  date  to  such  interest  payment  date  or  after  a  notice  of  redemption  shall  have  been 
mailed  with  respect  to  such  Bond. 

Section  8.  Terms  of  the  Bonds:  General  Redemption  Provisions.  The  Bonds  shall  each 
be  dated  the  date  of  delivery  or  such  other  date  (the  "Dated  Date")  as  specified  in  the  award  to 
be  made  by  motion  of  the  Finance  and  Labor  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  pursuant 
to  Section  13  hereof  (the  "Finance  Committee  Award").  The  Bonds  shall  bear  interest  from  the 
date  thereof  until  paid  (at  rates  to  be  determined  upon  sale  of  the  Bonds)  calculated  on  the 
basis  of  a  360-day  year  comprised  of  twelve  30-day  months,  payable  on  June  15,  2001,  and 
semiannually  thereafter  on  June  15  and  December  15  of  each  year  (or  such  other  dates  as  may' 
be  designated  in  the  Finance  Committee  Award). 

The  principal  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States  of 
America  to  the  owner  thereof,  upon  the  surrender  thereof  at  maturity  or  earlier  redemption  at 
the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer.  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  shall  be  payable  in  like  lawful  money 
to  the  person  whose  name  appears  on  the  bond  registration  books  of  the  City  Treasurer  as  the 
owner  thereof  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the  last  day  of  the  month  immediately  preceding 
an  interest  payment  date  (the  "Record  Date"),  whether  or  not  such  day  is  a  Business  Day  (as 
herein  defined). 

Each  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  intgFg^t^p(;}i0K|tictet^)r^fpreceding  the  date  of 
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authentication  thereof  unless  it  is  authenticated  as  of  a  day  during  the  period  from  the  Record 
Date  next  preceding  any  interest  payment  date  to  the  interest  payment  date,  inclusive,  in  which 
event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  such  interest  payment  date,  or  unless  it  is  authenticated  on  or 
before  May  31 ,  2001  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Finance  Committee 
Av\^ard),  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date;  provided,  however,  that  if,  at 
the  time  of  authentication  of  any  Bond,  interest  is  in  default  on  the  Bonds,  such  Bond  shall  bear 
interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  to  which  interest  has  previously  been  paid  or  made 
available  for  payment  on  the  Bonds  or  from  the  Dated  Date  if  the  first  interest  payment  is  not 
made.  Payment  of  the  interest  on  any  Bond  shall  be  paid  by  check  mailed  to  such  owner  at 
such  owner's  address  as  it  appears  on  the  registration  books  as  of  the  Record  Date;  provided. 
however,  if  any  interest  payment  occurs  on  a  day  that  banks  in  California  and  New  York  are 
closed  for  business,  then  such  payment  shall  be  made  on  the  next  succeeding  day  that  banks 
in  both  California  and  New  York  are  open  for  business  and  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is 
open  for  business  (a  "Business  Day");  and  provided,  further,  that  the  registered  owner  of  an 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  at  least  $1 ,000,000  of  the  Bonds  may  submit  a  written  request  to 
the  City  Treasurer  on  or  before  a  Record  Date  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  for  payment 
of  interest  by  wire  transfer  to  a  commercial  bank  located  within  the  continental  United  States. 
For  so  long  as  Cede  &  Co.  or  its  registered  assignee  is  the  registered  owner  of  all  of  the  Bonds, 
payment  shall  be  made  by  wire  transfer  of  immediately  available  funds  to  Cede  &  Co. 

The  Bonds  maturing  on  or  before  June  15,  2008  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be 
designated  in  the  Finance  Committee  Award)  shall  not  be  subject  to  optional  redemption  prior  to 
maturity.  The  Bonds  maturing  on  or  after  June  15,  2009  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be 
designated  in  the  Finance  Committee  Award)  are  subject  to  optional  redemption  prior  to  their 
respective  stated  maturities,  at  the  option  of  the  City,  from  any  source  of  available  funds,  as  a 
whole  or  in  part  on  any  date  (with  the  maturities  to  be  redeemed  to  be  determined  by  the  City  ^ 
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and  by  lot  within  a  maturity)  on  or  after  June  1 5,  2008  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be  designated 
in  the  Finance  Committee  Award),  at  redemption  prices  equal  to  102%  of  the  principal  amount 
redeemed  in  the  first  year  the  Bonds  are  subject  to  optional  redemption  (with  such  redemption 
price  declining  to  100%  at  the  rate  of  1%)  annually),  together  with  accrued  interest  to  the  date  of 
redemption,  or  such  other  redemption  prices  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Finance  Committee 
Award. 

The  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  at  par,  by  lot,  in  any  year  for  which 
the  successful  bidder  therefor  has  designated  that  the  principal  amount  payable  with  respect  to 
that  year  shall  constitute  a  mandatory  sinking  fund  payment  as  permitted  by  the  Official  Notice 
of  Sale  (as  more  fully  described  in  Section  13  hereof).  Any  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  shall  be  designated  as  such  in  the  Finance  Committee  Award.  The  principal  and 

interest  on  Series  200  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  shall  be  paid  from  the  Series 

200  Bond  Account  pursuant  to  Section  9  hereof.  In  lieu  of  any  such  mandatory  redemption, 

at  any  time  prior  to  the  selection  of  the  Bonds  for  redemption,  the  City  may  apply  such  amounts 

on  deposit  in  the  Series  200  Bond  Account  (as  defined  in  Section  9  hereof)  to  make  such 

payment  to  the  purchase  of  Bonds  subject  to  such  redemption  at  public  or  private  sale,  as  and  | 
when  and  at  such  prices  not  in  excess  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  (including  brokerage  and 
other  charges  but  excluding  accrued  interest),  as  the  City  may  determine. 

The  date  on  which  the  Bonds  which  are  called  for  redemption  are  to  be  presented  for 
redemption  is  herein  sometimes  called  the  "redemption  date."  Notice  of  any  redemption  of 
Bonds  shall  be  mailed,  postage  prepaid,  to  the  respective  registered  owners  thereof  at  the 
addresses  appearing  on  the  bond  registration  books  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  nor  more  than  sixty 
(60)  days  prior  to  the  redemption  date.  The  notice  of  redemption  shall  (a)  state  the  redemption 
date;  (b)  state  the  redemption  price;  (c)  state  the  dates  of  maturity  of  the  Bonds  and,  if  less  than 
all  of  any  such  maturity  is  called  for  redemption,  the  distinctive  numbers  of  the  Bonds  of  such 
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maturity  to  be  redeemed,  and  in  the  case  of  Bonds  redeemed  in  part  only,  the  respective 
portions  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  to  be  redeemed;  (d)  state  the  CUSIP  number,  if  any,  of 
each  Bond  to  be  redeemed;  (e)  require  that  such  Bonds  be  surrendered  by  the  owners  at  the 
office  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent;  and  (f)  give  notice  that  interest  on  such  Bonds 
will  cease  to  accrue  after  the  designated  redemption  date. 

The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Bond  of  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  not  be  a 
condition  precedent  to  redemption,  and  failure  to  receive  such  notice,  or  any  defect  in  such 
notice,  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceedings  for  the  redemption  of  such  Bonds  or  the 
cessation  of  accrual  of  interest  on  the  redemption  date. 

At  least  five  (5)  days  before  the  above  notice  date,  notice  also  shall  be  given  by 
(i)  registered  or  certified  mail,  postage  prepaid,  (ii)  confirmed  facsimile  transmission  or 
(iii)  overnight  delivery  sen/ice,  to  (a)  all  organizations  registered  with  the  Securities  and 
Exchange  Commission  as  securities  depositories,  (b)  to  at  least  two  information  services  of 
national  recognition  which  disseminate  redemption  information  with  respect  to  municipal 
securities,  and  (c)  such  other  services  or  organizations  as  may  be  further  required  in 
accordance  with  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  described  in  Section  18  hereof. 

The  notice  or  notices  required  for  redemption  shall  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer,  or  any 
agent  appointed  by  the  City.  A  certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  such  other  appointed  agent  of 
the  City  that  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  to  the  owner  of  any  Bond  in  accordance  with 
this  Resolution  shall  be  conclusive  against  all  parties. 

At  the  time  the  City  Treasurer  or  Controller  determines  to  optionally  call  and  redeem  any 
of  the  Bonds,  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent  shall  establish  a  redemption  account  to  be 
described  or  known  as  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (California  Academy  of  Sciences 

Improvement  Bonds,  2000),  Series  200  Redemption  Account"  (the  "Series  200  

Redemption  Account")  and  prior  to  or  on  the  redemption  date  there  must  be  set  aside  in  said 
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Series  200  Redemption  Account  moneys  available  for  the  purpose  and  sufficient  to  redeem 

as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  the  Bonds  designated  in  said  notice  of  redemption.  Said 

moneys  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Series  200  Redemption  Account  solely  for  the  purpose  of. 

and  shall  be  applied  on  or  after  the  redemption  date  to,  payment  of  the  redemption  price  of  the 
Bonds  to  be  redeemed  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  such  Bonds.  Any  interest  due  on  or 

prior  to  the  redemption  date  may  be  paid  from  the  Series  200  Bond  Account  as  provided  in 

Section  9  hereof  or  from  the  Series  200  Redemption  Account.  Moneys  held  from  time  to  time 

in  the  Series  200  Redemption  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the  City  in 

which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested  or  pursuant  to  any  resolution 
authorizing  the  issuance  of  refunding  bonds  or  escrow  agreement  relating  thereto.  If,  after  all  of 
the  Bonds  have  been  redeemed  and  canceled  or  paid  and  canceled,  there  are  moneys 

remaining  in  said  Series  200  Redemption  Account,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  to  the 

General  Fund  of  the  City;  provided,  however,  that  if  said  moneys  are  part  of  the  proceeds  of 
refunding  bonds,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  pursuant  to  the  resolution  authorizing  such 
refunding  bonds. 

When  notice  of  optional  redemption  has  been  given,  substantially  as  provided  herein, 

and  when  the  amount  necessary  for  the  redemption  of  the  Bonds  called  for  redemption 

(principal  and  premium,  if  any)  is  set  aside  for  that  purpose  in  said  Series  200  Redemption 

Account,  as  provided  herein,  the  Bonds  designated  for  redemption  shall  become  due  and 

payable  on  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  thereof,  and  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  said 

Bonds  at  the  place  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption,  such  Bonds  shall  be  redeemed  and 

paid  at  said  redemption  price  out  of  said  Series  200  Redemption  Account.  No  interest  will 

accrue  on  such  Bonds  called  for  redemption  after  the  redemption  date  and  the  registered 

owners  of  such  Bonds  shall  look  for  payment  of  such  Bonds  only  to  said  Series  200  

Redemption  Account.  AH  Bonds  redeemed  shall  be  canceled  forthwith  by  the  City  Treasurer 
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and  shall  not  be  reissued. 

The  City  may  rescind  any  optional  redemption  and  notice  thereof  for  any  reason  on  any 
date  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  by  causing  written  notice  of  the  rescission  to  be  given 
to  the  owners  of  all  Bonds  so  called  for  redemption.  Any  optional  redemption  and  notice  thereof 
shall  be  rescinded  if  for  any  reason  on  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  funds  are  not  available  in 

the  Series  200  Redemption  Account  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  in  full  on  said  date  the 

principal  of,  interest,  and  any  premium  due  on  the  Bonds  called  for  redemption.  Notice  of 
rescission  of  redemption  shall  be  given  in  the  same  manner  notice  of  redemption  was  originally 
given.  The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Bond  of  notice  of  such  rescission  shall  not  be  a 
condition  precedent  to  rescission,  and  failure  to  receive  such  notice  or  any  defect  in  such  notice 
shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  rescission. 

Section  9.  Series  200     Bond  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City 
Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (California  Academy  of 
Sciences  Improvement  Bonds,  2000)  Bond  Account  (the  "Bond  Account")  created  pursuant  to 
the  Authorizing  Resolution,  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (California 

Academy  of  Sciences  Improvement  Bonds,  2000),  Series  200  Bond  Account  (the  "Series 

200  Bond  Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All 

interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  200  Bond  Account  shall  be  retained  in 

the  Series  200  Bond  Account. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  payment  of  principal  or  interest  on  the  Bonds  is 
due,  including  any  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on  said  date,  the  City  Treasurer 

shall  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series  200  Bond  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the 

Bond  Account  pursuant  to  Section  8  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when 

added  to  any  available  moneys  contained  in  the  Sehes  200  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient  to 

pay  principal  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  on  such  date. 
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On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  at  the  option  of  the 
City  pursuant  to  this  Resolution,  the  City  Treasurer  may  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series 

200  Redemption  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account  pursuant  to  Section  9  of 

the  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available  moneys  contained 

in  the  Series  200  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal  and  interest  and  any  premium 

on  the  Bonds  on  such  date.  The  City  Treasurer  may  make  such  other  provision  for  the 
payment  of  principal  and  interest  and  any  redemption  premium  on  the  Bonds  as  is  necessary 
or  convenient  to  permit  the  optional  redemption  of  the  Bonds. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  200  Bond  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 

City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may 

commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  200  Bond  Account  with  other  City  moneys 

or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  200  Bond  Account  into  a  separate  fund  or  funds 

for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series 

200  Bond  Account  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any  such 

commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

Section  10.  Series  200     Project  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City 
Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (California  Academy  of 
Sciences  Improvement  Bonds,  2000)  Project  Account  (the  "Project  Account")  created 
pursuant  to  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds 

(California  Academy  of  Sciences  Improvement  Bonds,  2000),  Series  200  Project  Account 

(the  "Series  200  Project  Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of| 

the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  200  Project  Account  shall ! 

be  retained  in  the  Series  200  Project  Account.  Amounts  in  the  Series  200  Project 

/// 
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Account  shall  be  expended  for  the  acquisition,  construction  and  reconstruction  of  the  Project 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  200  Project  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of 

the  City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer 

may  commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  200  Project  Account  with  other  City 

moneys  or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  200  Project  Account  into  a  separate 

fund  or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in 

the  Series  200  Project  Account  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for  separately 

notwithstanding  any  such  commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds 
of  the  Bonds,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  costs  of  issuance  associated  with  the  Bonds.  Costs  of 
issuance  of  the  Bonds  shall  include,  without  limitation,  bond  and  financial  printing  expenses, 
mailing  and  publication  expenses,  rating  agency  fees,  the  fees  and  expenses  of  paying 
agents,  registrars,  financial  consultants  and  bond  counsel  and  the  reimbursement  of 
departmental  expenses  in  connection  with  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  11.  Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City  Treasurer  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may  deem 
desirable  and  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Section  8  hereof  relating  to  payments  and  redemption 
notices  to  owners  of  the  Bonds  may  be  modified  to  comply  with  the  policies  and  procedures  of 
such  depository.  Neither  the  City  nor  the  City  Treasurer  will  have  any  responsibility  or 
obligation  to  any  purchaser  of  a  beneficial  ownership  interest  in  any  Bonds  or  to  any 
participants  in  such  a  depository  with  respect  to  (i)  the  accuracy  of  any  records  maintained  by 
such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein;  (ii)  any  notice  that  is  permitted  or  required 
to  be  given  to  the  owners  of  the  Bonds  under  this  Resolution;  (iii)  the  selection  by  such 
securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein  of  any  person  to  receive  payment  in  the  event  of 
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a  partial  redemption  of  tlie  Bonds;  (iv)  the  payment  by  such  securities  depository  or  any 
participant  therein  of  any  amount  with  respect  to  the  principal  or  redemption  premium,  if  any,  or  , 
interest  due  with  respect  to  the  Bonds;  (v)  any  consent  given  or  other  action  taken  by  such 
securities  depository  as  the  owner  of  the  Bonds;  or  (vi)  any  other  matter. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  agents 
as  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable  law  and  j 
under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying  agent,  fiscal 
agent,  or  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Bonds  or  may  assist  the  City  Treasurer  in  performing 
any  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such  other  duties  as  the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  Such  ; 
agents  shall  serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  The  ! 
City  Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents  appointed  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  at  any  time. 

Section  12.  Defeasance  Provisions.  Payment  of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  Bonds  may  be 
provided  for  prior  to  maturity  by  irrevocably  depositing  with  the  City  Treasurer  (or  any 
commercial  bank  or  trust  company  designated  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  act  as  escrov^  agent  with 
respect  thereto): 

(a)  An  amount  of  cash  equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  all  of  such  Bonds  or  a 
portion  thereof,  and  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  maturity,  except  that  in  the  case  of 
Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  maturity  and  in  respect  of  which  notice  of  such 
redemption  shall  have  been  given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an  irrevocable 
election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City,  the  amount  to  be 
deposited  shall  be  the  principal  amount  thereof,  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  the 
redemption  date,  and  any  premium  due  on  such  redemption  date;  or 

(b)  Defeasance  Securities  (as  herein  defined)  not  subject  to  call,  except  as 
provided  below  in  the  definition  thereof,  maturing  and  paying  interest  at  such  times  and 
in  such  amounts,  together  with  cash,  if  required,  as  will,  without  reinvestment,  as  certified 
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by  an  independent  certified  public  accountant,  be  fully  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  and 
all  unpaid  interest  to  maturity,  or  to  the  redemption  date,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  any 
premium  due  on  the  Bonds  to  be  paid  or  redeemed,  as  such  principal  and  interest  come 
due;  provided,  that,  in  the  case  of  the  Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  maturity, 
notice  of  such  redemption  shall  be  given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an 
irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City; 
then,  all  obligations  of  the  City  with  respect  to  said  outstanding  Bonds  shall  cease  and 
terminate,  except  only  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  funds 
deposited  pursuant  to  paragraphs  (a)  or  (b)  of  this  Section  12.  to  the  owners  of  said  Bonds  all 
sums  due  with  respect  thereto;  provided,  that  the  City  shall  have  received  an  opinion  of 
nationally  recognized  bond  counsel,  that  provision  for  the  payment  of  said  Bonds  has  been 
made  in  accordance  with  this  Section  12. 

For  purpose  of  this  Section  12,  "Defeasance  Securities"  shall  mean  any  of  the  following 
which  at  the  time  are  legal  investments  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  for  the  moneys 
proposed  to  be  invested  therein: 

(1)  United  States  Obligations  {as  herein  defined);  and 

(2)  Pre-refunded  fixed  interest  rate  municipal  obligations  meeting  the  following 
conditions:  (a)  the  municipal  obligations  are  not  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  maturity,  or 
the  trustee  has  been  given  irrevocable  instructions  concerning  their  calling  and 
redemption  and  the  issuer  has  covenanted  not  to  redeem  such  obligations  other  than  as 
set  forth  in  such  instructions;  (b)  the  municipal  obligations  are  secured  by  cash  and/or 
United  States  Obligations;  (c)  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  United  States 
Obligations  (plus  any  cash  in  the  escrow  fund)  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the 
municipal  obligations;  (d)  the  United  States  Obligations  serving  as  security  for  the 
municipal  obligations  are  held  by  an  escrow  agent  or  trustee;  (e)  the  United  States 
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Obligations  are  not  available  to  satisfy  any  other  claims,  including  those  against  the 
trustee  or  escrow  agent;  and  (f)  the  municipal  obligations  are  rated  "AAA"  by  S&P  and 
"Aaa"  by  Moody's. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "United  States  Obligations"  shall  mean  direct  and 
general  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  obligations  that  are  unconditionally 
guaranteed  as  to  principal  and  interest  by  the  United  States  of  America,  including  without 
limitation,  the  interest  component  of  Resolution  Funding  Corporation  (REFCORP)  bonds  v;hich 
have  been  stripped  by  request  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York  in  book-entry  form. 

Section  13.  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting 
bids  for  the  Bonds  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting  bids 
for  the  Bonds  with  such  changes,  additions  and  completions  as  may  be  made  in  accordance 
with  Section  19  hereof. 

The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  determine  a  date  for 
the  sale  of  the  Bonds,  and  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  hereby 
authorized  to  award  the  Bonds  to  the  bidder  whose  bid  represents  the  lowest  true  interest  cost 
to  the  City,  all  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  described  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale. 
Sealed  proposals  shall  be  received  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supen/isors  on  the  sale  date 
designated  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  mailed  to  prospective  bidders  for  the  Bonds  copies  of 
said  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as  may  be 
acceptable  to  the  Director  of  Public  Finance. 

Section  14.  Publication  of  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds.  The  form  of  proposed 
Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Notice  of  Intention  to 
Sell  Bonds,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
cause  said  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions 
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as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof,  to  be  published  once  at  least  fifteen 
(1 5)  days  before  the  date  of  sale  in  The  Bond  Buyer,  or  another  financial  publication  generally 
circulated  throughout  the  State  of  California. 

Section  15.  Solicitation  of  Competitive  Bids.  This  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby 
authorizes  the  solicitation  of  competitive  bids  for  the  purchase  of  the  Bonds  on  the  date  and  at 
the  place  determined  in  accordance  with  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  herein  referenced. 

Section  16.  Official  Statement.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Statement  describing  the 
Bonds  (the  "Official  Statement")  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  hereby  approved  and 
adopted  as  the  Official  Statement  describing  the  Bonds,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and 
revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with 
Section  19  hereof.  The  Controller  of  the  City  (the  "Controller")  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  the 
distribution  of  a  Preliminary  Official  Statement  deemed  final  for  purposes  of  Rule  1 5c2-1 2  of  the 
Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended,  and  to  sign  a  certificate  to  that  effect.  The 
Controller  is  further  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  sign  the  final  Official  Statement.  The 
Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  printed  and  mailed 
to  prospective  bidders  for  the  Bonds  copies  of  the  Official  Statement  in  substantially  the  form  of 
the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  approved  and  adopted  hereby,  as  supplemented,  corrected 
or  revised. 

Section  17.  Tax  Covenants,  (a)    General.  The  City  hereby  covenants  with  the 
holders  of  the  Bonds  that,  notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Resolution,  it  shall  not 
take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any  action,  if  any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would 
adversely  affect  the  exclusion  from  gross  income  of  interest  on  the  Bonds  under  Section  103 
of  the  internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  (the  "Code"),  and  the  regulations  issued  thereunder,  as 
the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time,  and  any  successor  provisions  of  law. 
Reference  to  a  particular  section  of  the  Code  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  reference  to  any 
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successor  to  any  such  section.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the  use 
of  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  property  financed  or  refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds,  or  any  portion  thereof,  by  any  person  other  than  a  governmental  unit  (as  such  term  is 
used  in  Section  141  of  the  Code),  in  such  manner  or  to  such  extent  as  would  result  in  the  loss 
of  exclusion  from  gross  income  for  federal  income  tax  purposes  of  interest  on  the  Bonds, 

(b)  Use  of  Proceeds.  The  City  shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any  action,  if  any 
such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would  cause  the  Bonds  to  be  "private  activity  bonds" 
within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code,  and  in  furtherance  thereof,  shall  not  make  any' 
use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  property  financed  or  refinanced  with  proceeds 
of  the  Bonds,  or  any  portion  thereof,  or  any  other  funds  of  the  City,  that  would  cause  the 
Bonds  to  be  "private  activity  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code.  To  that 
end,  so  long  as  any  Bonds  are  outstanding,  the  City,  with  respect  to  such  proceeds  and 
property  and  such  other  funds,  will  comply  with  applicable  requirements  of  the  Code  and  all 
regulations  of  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  and  under 
Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended  (the  "1954  Code"),  to  the 
extent  such  requirements  are,  at  the  time,  applicable  and  in  effect.  The  City  shall  establish 
reasonable  procedures  necessary  to  ensure  continued  compliance  with  Section  141  of  the 
Code  (or,  if  applicable,  the  1954  Code)  and  the  continued  qualification  of  the  Bonds  as 
"governmental  bonds." 

(c)  Arbitrage.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the  use  of  any 
proceeds  of  any  Bonds,  or  of  any  property  financed  or  refinanced  thereby,  or  other  funds  of 
the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  action,  that  would  cause  the  Bonds  to  be  "arbitrage 
bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  148  of  the  Code.  To  that  end,  the  City  shall  comply 
with  all  requirements  of  Section  148  of  the  Code  and  all  regulations  of  the  United  States 
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Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  to  the  extent  such  requirements  are,  at  the 
time,  in  effect  and  applicable  to  the  Bonds. 

(d)  Federal  Guarantee.  The  City  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  or 
any  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  other  action,  that  would  cause  the 
Bonds  to  be  "federally  guaranteed"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  149(b)  of  the  Code. 

(e)  Compliance  with  Tax  Certificate.  In  furtherance  of  the  foregoing  tax  covenants  of  this 
Section  17,  the  City  covenants  that  it  will  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Tax  Certificate  to 
be  executed  by  the  City,  dated  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  as  it  may  be  amended  from 
time  to  time  (herein  called  the  "Tax  Certificate").  These  covenants  shall  survive  payment  in 
full  or  defeasance  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  18.  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  form  of  Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  issued  by  the  City  to  permit  the  original  purchasers  of  the  Bonds  to  comply  with 
Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  Rule  15c2-12  promulgated  under  the  Securities 
Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended,  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  hereby  approved 
and  adopted  as  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and 
revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with 
Section  19  hereof.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  enter  into  the  Continuing 
Disclosure  Certificate  on  behalf  of  the  City. 

Section  19.  Modification  to  Documents.  Any  City  official  authorized  by  this  Resolution  to 
execute  any  document  is  hereby  further  authorized,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  to 
approve  and  make  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  to  the  document  or 
documents  such  official  is  authorized  to  execute  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  (provided 
that  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  shall  not  authorize  an  aggregate 

principal  amount  of  Series  200      Bonds  in  excess  of  $1 5,095,000  or  conflict  with  the 

provisions  of  Section  4  hereof).  The  approval  of  any  change,  addition,  amendment  or 
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modification  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced  conclusively  by  the 
execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 

Section  20.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  officials,  employees  and  agents  ' 
of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Bonds  are  hereby  approved,  confirmed 
and  ratified. 

Section  21 .  Relationship  to  Authorizing  Resolutions.  In  the  event  of  any  conflict 
between  this  Resolution  and  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  the  terms  of  this  Resolution  shall 
control. 

Section  22.  Reimbursement.  The  City  hereby  declares  its  officialintent  to  reimburse 
prior  expenditures  of  the  City  incurred  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  in  connection 
with  the  projects  to  be  financed  by  the  Bonds. 

Section  23.  Accountability  Reports.  The  Series  200  Bonds  are  subject  to  Article  VIII 

of  Chapter  2  of  the  City's  Administrative  Code.  Accountability  report(s)  with  respect  to  the 

Series  200  Bonds  shall  be  submitted  at  the  time(s)  and  in  the  manner  required  by  said  Article 

VIII. 

Section  24.  General  Authority.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Mayor,  the  City  Treasurer,  the  Director  of  Public 
Finance,  the  City  Attorney  and  the  Controller  are  each  hereby  authorized  and  directed  in  the 
name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  take  any  and  all  steps  and  to  issue  and  deliver  any  and  all 
certificates,  requisitions,  agreements,  notices,  consents,  and  other  documents,  including  but 
not  limited  to  letters  of  representations  to  any  depository  or  depositories  which  they  or  any  of 
them  might  deem  necessary  or  appropriate  in  order  to  consummate  the  lav/ful  issuance,  sale 
and  delivery  of  the  Bonds.

WHEREAS,  The  1998  federal  Quality  Housing  and  Work  Responsibility 

Act  (QHWRA)  substantively  redefines  federal  housing  policy  by  restricting 

housing  assistance  to  citizens,  including  nationals,  and  to  non  citizens  who  have 

eligible  immigration  status  and  therefore  severely  limits  the  amount  of  housing 

assistance  local  counties  can  give  to  their  low-income  and  very  low-income 

populations;  and 

WHEREAS,  Since  the  passage  of  QHWRA,  undocumented  people  who 
are  on  waiting  lists,  must  now  be  permanently  disqualified  from  public  housing, 
thus  increasing  homelessness  and  increase  the  financial  burden  to  the  City's 
already  overburdened  social  service  system  ;  and 

WHEREAS,  QHWRA  mandates  income  mixing  in  subsidized  housing, 

thus  those  earning  30-80%  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area's  median  income  are

subsidized  housing  no  longer  becomes  a  viable  option  for  most  families 
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WHEREAS,  QHWRA  denies  subsides  to  undocumented  immigrants  which
